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REPORT 


Sir; — In  pursuance  of  law,  I herewith  present  my  annual  rei)ort  as  Su- 
perintendent of  Soldiers’  Orphan  schools. 

The  numlier  of  orphan  children  in  the  care  of  the  State  on  the  first  day 
t}f  September  was  3,167,  being  a decrease  during  the  year  of  a little  over 
300.  This  decrease  was  not  as  rapid  as  there  seemed  reason  to  exi>ect, 
owing  to  the  following  causes ; probably  200  children  under  eight  years  of 
age.  not  previously  eligible,  were  admitted  into  the  schools ; the  schools 
were  iKjtter  managed  and  made  more  attractive  than  in  past  years,  and  drew 
to  them  many  children  whose  friends,  though  in  needy  circumstances,  had 
previously  refused  to  make  application  for  their  admission ; and  the  pro- 
prietors of  the  different  schools,  seeing  their  numbers  rapidly  diminishing, 
made  extra  exertions  to  find  eligible  children  and  bring  them  to  school. 
These  causes,  bringing  into  the  schools  the  past  year  nearly  500  new  pupils, 
will  eontinue  to  operate  the  coming  year,  but,  unless  the  present  law  Iw 
^ changed,  nothing  can  prevent  a further  decrease,  by  the  time  of  making  the 
next  annual  report,  of  from  four  to  five  hundred. 

The  cost  of  the  s\'stem  for  the  past  year  was  $467,132  84,  or  $8,121  60 
less  than  the  cost  for  1872.  If  no  children  had  lieen  sent  to  the  Normal 
schools  the  reduction  would  have  been  $10,933  99.  It  would  have  l>ecn 
considerably  greater  but  for  the  fact  that  large  numbers  of  children  reached 
the  age  of  ten  years,  and  their  expenses  increased  from  $115  00  to  $150  00 
])er  annum.  AVitli  bills  all  settled,  the  amount  in  the  State  treasury  at  the 
■end  of  the  3'ear  to  the  credit  of  the  Department  was  $42,248  88.

From  the  aliove  table  it  will  he  seen  chat  umh  r the  act  ol  the  Legisla- 
ture relatino-  to  the  snhjeot,  and  with  the  approiiriation  provided  tlunx-hy, 
forty-two  soldiers’  or[)hans,  thirty  of  whom  are  girls.  .-dVer  having  re- 
mained at  the  orphan  sehools  nntil  sixteen  years  of  age.  been  honorably 
discharged  and  recommended  as  possessing  siiecial  qualifications  to  lit 
them  for  the  [irofession  of  teaching,  were  granted  admission  into  State 
Xormal  schools  and  their  expenses  paid  by  the  State.  I'hese  expenses  in- 
cluded Iroarding,  tuition  and  the  use  of  text-book-<.  Speciid  arrangements 
were  made  witli  all  the  school--!  to  pro\'idc  all  these  items  at  a charge  ol 
four  dollars  yier  week,  one  dollar  per  week  of  wliieh  was  p.d<l  out  ol  a com- 
mon school  fund.  IRost  of  tii;!  orplians  whose  name-i  are  mentioned  in  the 
table,  are  now  teaciiing.  tiieir  jilaces  in  tin-  Normal  schools  being  siqiplied 
In,-  others,  besides  ([uite  a number  are  awaiting  \'acaneies.  Some  remarlcs 
ooiieerniug-  the  polie\'  of  sending-  deserving  orphans  to  Normal  schools, 
will  be  found  fiirtlier  on  in  this  report.

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111  councetion  witli  tlie  table  given  above,  it  may  be  well  to  present  the 
course  of  study  as  now  prescribed  for  the  soldiers’  oriilian  schools.  ITie 
t^xtent  to  which  the  several  liranohes  are  to  be  taught  in  the  different  grades 
is  left  to  the  discretion  of  the  teachers.  Advancement  will  be  measured 
more  l>y  thorough iu‘>ix  than  b}'  amount. 

COURSE  OF  STUDY. 

Firrt  Grade. — Spelling,  reading,  writing  and  -drawing  on  slates,  oral  ex- 
ercises in  numbers,  object  lessons. 

Second  Grade. — Spelling,  reading,  writing  and  drawing  on  slates,  mental 
arithmetic,  four  fundamental  rules  of  written  arithmetic,  object  lessons. 

Third  Grade. — Spelling,  reading,  writing,  drawing,  mental  and  written 
arithmetic,  geography,  object  lessons. 

Fourth  Grade. — Same  as  for  third  grade. 

Fifth  Grade. — Same  as  for  fourth  grade,  with  the  addition  of  grammaj’. 

Sixth  Grade. — Same  as  for  fifth  grade,  with  the  addition  of  history  of 
United  States. 

Seeenth  Grade.- — Spelling,  reading,  book-keeping,  elementary  algebra, 
geography,  grammar,  history  of  United  States,  physiology.  , 

Fighth  Grade. — Reading,  algebra  or  geometry,  grammar.  Constitution  of 
United  States,  natural  philosoph}"  or  the  elements  of  the  natural  sciences 
generally. 

Vocal  music,  declamation,  composition  and  instruction  in  morals  and 
manners  are  continued  throughout  the  whole  course. 

d’he  studies  of  the  course  are  frequently  reviewed  as  the  iDupils  proceed. 
Rilile  classes  and  Sunday  schools  have  been  organized  in  all  the  schools, 
but  sectarian  instruction  is  carefully  avoided,  except  where  the  children  are 
all  of  one  denomination. 

In  the  form  of  object  lessons  a large  amount  of  general  information  is 
imparted  and  valuable  Instruction  given  in  the  elements  of  the  different 
sciences  that  can  be  illustrated  with  objects. 

soldiers’  orphans  at  normal  schools. 

It  was  observed  that  quite  a numlx;r  of  orphans  before  leaving  the  schools 
at  sixteen  years  of  age,  showed  quite  a talent  for  teaching,  and  some  of  them, 
without  special  preparation,  as  soon  as  the  opportunity  offered  itself  en- 
gaged in  that  Imsiness.  d’he  Ijegislature  of  1812  generously  appropriated 
$2,000  to  assist  such  as  would  be  most  likely  to  profit  by  the  privilege  in 
attending  a State  Normal  school.  To  this  sum  the  Le.gislature  of  IS 7 3 
added  $1,000.  'With  the  money  thus  appropriated,  forty-two  orphans  at- 
tended the  Normal  schools  during  the  past  j’ear,  and  about  the  same  num- 
ber are  now'  in  attendance  supported  by  the  $5,000  apjn'opriated  for  this 
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purpose  for  the  present  year.  In  the  main  their  eomiuet  and  prop-ess  havi 
Ix'en  entirely  satisfactory.  Alost  of  those  in  seliool  last  year  are  now  teach- 
ing, and  as  far  .as  heard  from,  meeting  Avith  good  success.  If  those  avIio  arc 
now  teaching  return  to  the  Normal  schools,  they  will  he  re([uircd  to  pay  at 
least  a p.art  of  their  oavu  ex})enses.  No  task  of  his  life  has  licen  more  grate- 
ful to  the  undersigned,  than  that  of  preparing  these  children  for  usefulness, 
and  assisting  them  to  make  a fair  start  in  their  career.  A further  appropri.a- 
tion  for  this  purpose  will  lx  asked  from  the  Legislature. 

KMPLOYMENT  AFTER  LEAVING  SCHOOL. 

Xearly  six  hundred  children  left  the  schools  the  past  year  at  the  age  of 
sixteen  years.  Some  of  them  had  been  in  the  care  of  the  State  ever  since  the 
establishment  of  the  system  in  18G4,  and  others  of  course  fora  shorter  length 
of  time.  Very  nearly  all  of  them  were  fair,  and  some  of  them  good  scholars 
for  children  of  their  age.  They  had  received  considerable  culture  in  taste — 
in  manners  and  morals.  The  mothers  of  these  children  are  all  poor.  th<> 
homes  from  Avhich  they  came  are  in  many  instances  very  unfortunate  in 
their  surroundings,  and  the  class  of  persons  Avith  Avhom  they  are  necessarily 
brought  in  contract  when  they  return  from  school  are  (juite  often  far  from 
Ixdng  of  an  exem])lar3-  character.  Lender  these  circumstances  it  seems 
(iftentimes  unwise,  not  to  say  dangerous,  to  send  back  Avhence  they  enme 
children  carefully  instructed  and  trained  for  years  in  onr  schools.  Xo  (pies- 
tion  connected  Avith  the  orphan  school  system  has  occasioned  the  olticers  in 
charge  of  it  so  much  solicitude.  They  liaA-e  eontinuall_v  folloAvcd  both  boys 
and  girls,  but  especially  the  latter,- from  school  to  their  homes  with  anxious 
hearts.  But  they  seem  to  liaA'e  been  marvelously  protected  from  the  snai'Cs 
vice  may  have  laid  for  them.  Xearly  2,500  oi’idians  have  shared  the  bene- 
tits  of  our  soldiei's  orphan  schools  and  bexn  honorably  discharged,  aa'c  knoAv 
Avhere  almost  all  of  these  are  and  AA’hat  they  are  doing,  and  AA  onderful  to  re- 
late, as  stated  in  the  last  report,  fi  ll  ninety-eight  per  cent,  of  the  avhole 

NUMBER  ARE  DOING  AVELL,  AND  SEEM  LIKELY  TO  HECOAIE  I PRIGHT  AND 
USEFUL  CITIZENS.  This  result  is  OAving  first  of  all  to  the  uplifting,  strength- 
('uing  power  of  a good  education,  and  second,  to  the  ertbrt  made  by  the  De- 
}iartment,  the  scliools,  their  friends,  citizens  and  soldiers  to  giA'c  them  cm- 
))loyment  and  a fair  start  in  life.  The  sympathy  felt  for  the  children  is 
universal.  They  are  recognized  truly  as  the  Avards  of  the  (’ommonwcalth. 

During  the  past  year,  such  large  numbers  of  children  A\'ere  leaving  school, 
that  it  Avas  tliought  important  that  some  special  ertbrt  should  be  made  to 
look  a«tter  the  “ sixteeners.”  With  this  end  in  vieiv.  a full  list  of  all  the 
chihlren  who  Avould  leaA'e  during  the  year  Avas  preiiared.  printed  and  largely 
circulated.  1'he  folloAving  note.  Avhich  Avas  ajipended  to  the  list.  Avill  fully 
explain  this  action  :

The  following  is  a complete  list  of  all  the  soldiers’  orphans  now  in  schools 
under  the  care  of  the  State,  who  will  become  sixteen  and  be  discharged  dur- 
ing the  current  year.  Tlie  list  is  arranged  by  counties,  and  there  have  been 
added  the  date  of  the  birth  of  each  child  and  the  school,  at  which  he  is  now 
in  attendance.  Copies  of  this  list  will  be  sent  to  each  Post  of  the  G.  A.  R. 
in  tlie  State,  and  to  numerous  soldiers  and  citizens.  The  object  had  in  A’iew 
is  to  interest  as  many  as  possible  in  obtaining  homes  and  employment  foi' 
the  orphans  upon  leaA'ing  school.  All  desiring  it  can  obtain  the  home  ad- 
dresses of  the  children,  and  information  concerning  their  character,  acquire- 
ments and  desires  ivith  reference  to  future  aA'oeations,  from  the  principles 
of  the  ssA'cral  schools,  Avhose  addresses  arc  giA’en  at  the  end  of  the  lists.

'fliis  etfort  on  the  part  of  the  Department  was  res])onded  to  gallantly  by 
the  otlicers  and  memliers  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Rej)ublic,  Avho  deseiwe 
great  credit  for  the  generous  aid  given  to  many  a lielpless  orphan.  I feel  it 
due  to  this  organization  to  add  that  committees  re[)resenting  it,  attended 
the  annual  examinations  at  nearly  all  tlie  schools,  and  sometimes  took  ])art 
in  them.  General  Robert  R.  Reath,  the  Grand  Commander,  was  present  in 
person  at  a numlier  of  the  examinations,  and  freipiently  spoke  Avords  of 
cheer  and  good  Avill  to  the  children. 

7’lie  Ijegislature  Avas  asked  last  Avinter  to  make  a special  ap[)ropriation  to 
o-staWish  in  connection  Avith  the  orjihan  school  sj'stem,  scA'cral  industrial 
schools,  in  Avhich  the  children  might  be  aided  in  learning  trades,  &c.  I am 
still  of  the  opinion  that  money  could  not  be  used  more  Avisely  or  for  a bet- 
ter juirpose.  The  success  of  the  experiment  in  sending  these  orphans  to  th(‘ 
Normal  schools,  is  a sufticient  jiroof  of  it. 

THE  SCHOOLS  THE  PAST  YEAR. 

For  detailed  information  concerning  the  present  condition  of  the  schools 
and  the  improvements  made  during  the  past  yeaig  1 refer  to  the  interest- 
ing re]K)rts  of  the  inspectors,  and  the  extracts  taken  from  the  annual  re- 
ports of  the  [irincipals  of  the  scA’cral  schools,  iirinted  liereAvith.  I will  only 
say,  that  as  a Avhole,  they  are  doing  well.  They  are  not  all  1 Avould  like 
to  see  them — not  all  they  Avill  be  ; but  their  general  condition  is  such,  that 
every  I’enusylvanian  can  point  to  them  Avith  pride.  Even  these  Avords  of 
commendation  are  altogether  unnecessary  to  be  spoken  to  those  who  have 
visited  the  schools  or  to  the  tens  of  thousands  Avho  saw  and  cheered  the 
eight  hundred  boys  avIio  marched  in  lino  through  the  streets  of  Harrisburg, 
on  the  last  inauguration  day.

I luiA'e  added  in  an  ap})endix,  an  orphan  school  directory,  giving  the  lo- 
calities of  the  different  schools  and  homes  and  the  laest  Avay  of  reaching 
them  ; the  principal  forms  used  in  carrying  on  the  Avork  of  the  Department, 
and  the  oliicial  circulars  issued  hy  the  present  administration.  Some  mat- 
ter inserted  in  this  connection  last  year  is  noAv  omitted. 

CONCLUSION. 

I once  more  commend  our  orphan  schools  and  orphan  school  children  to 
the  fostering  care  of  the  Executive  and  the  Legislature  and  to  the  sym- 
pathy and  support  of  all  good  men ; above  all,  iiiA'oking  for  them  the  pro- 
tecting arm  and  tender  loA'e  of  Him  avIio  said  “ suffer  little  children  to  come 
unto  me  and  forbid  them  not,  for  of  such  is  the  kingdom  of  llcaven.”

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REPORTS  OF  THE  INSPECTORS. 


REPORT  OF  REV.  C.  CORNFORTH. 

Hon,  J.  P.  WiCKERSiiAM,  LL.  I).: 

Superhifendent  Soldiert<^  OrpJunit:'  Scliool.-i; 

Sir; — I herewith  present  my  annual  report  of  the  soldiers’  orphans’ 
schools  of  the  State  : 

!.  The  school  year  opened  well.  The  children,  scattered  broadcast  over 
the  entire  State,  punctually  returned,  at  the  close  of  vacation,  to  the  sev- 
eral institutions  and  entered  promptly  and  cheerfully  ui)on  the  work  before 
them.  Principals,  teachers  and  assistants,  were  in  readiness  for  tlie  or- 
phans’ return,  and  but  little  time  was  consumed  in  organizing  and  making- 
preparations  to  begin  operations.  Before  tlie  first  month  had  i)assed,  all 
signs  of  the  abandon  of  vacation  had  disappeai’ed — system  and  order  pre- 
vailed and  earnest  work  had  begun.  This  is  true  of  all  the  schools,  witli 
Oiie  or  two  exceptions,  which  was  dul}’  reported  to  you  at  the  time  of  my 
first  visit  after  the  beginning  of  the  school  year.  It  is  to  be  regretted  that 
a single  exception  must  be  made.  Undoubtedly  the  fault  rests  with  a 
school,  when  any  considerable  number  of  children  come  back  to  it  from 
vacation,  -with  sorrowful  reluctance.  The  love  of  freedom  from  restraint 
can  not  be  pleaded  as  the  cause;  for,  to  the  schools  under  best  discipline, 
t!ie  children  return  with  a cheerfulness  wkich  is  truly  gratifying. 

•J.  Vacation  at  the  schools  was  not  a season  devoid  of  interest.  During 
t '.e  absence  of  the  children,  school-rooms,  class-rooms,  dormitories,  dining- 
rooms and  other  apartments,  were  very  generally  repaired,  painted  and 
-.vlute- washed.  Beds  and  bedding  and  other  funiiture,  were  replenished  and 
riMiewed. 

3.  Oonveniences  for  cooking  the  supply  of  food  and  table  furniture,  are  an- 
nually  improving;  and  yet  there  is  room  for  advancement,  in  some  of  the 
schools  in  these  respects.  I know  of  no  good  reason  why  the  tables  of  the 
si^ldiers’  orphans’  schools  should  not  com^iare  favorably,  in  every  pai'ticu- 
lar,  with  those  of  the  Xonnal  schools  of  the  State.  That  sueh  is  not  the 
case,  the  children  who  have  gone  from  the  orphan  schools  to  the  Normal 
schools,  will,  T think,  bear  testimony.  Here,  in  my  opinion,  there  is  a de- 
mand for  a radical  change,  and  the  time  has  come  for  it  to  be  made.  First, 
that  which  is  earthly",  and  afterwards  that  which  is  spiritual.  The  most 
f ivorable  physical  conditions  are  the  most  conducive  to  mental  develop- 
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inent.  In  but  few  schools  the  ehihlreu  fare  so  well  at  table  as  teachers  and 
principal.  The  motto  of  every  school  should,  ‘-we  are  all  of  one  family," 
and  children,  inspectors,  teachers,  visitors,  employees  and  superintendent, 
should  be  served  without  distinction.  This  is  now  done  in  some  of  the 
schools. 

4.  Another  year's  trial  demonstrates  still  more  conclusively,  if  possible, 
that  the  principsls  of  the  several  schools  should  purchase  the  clothiug-  for 
the  children.  The  schools  have  been  satisfactorily  clad,  with  one  or  tw(> 
exceptions,  of  which  you  were  apprised  by  my  inspection  reiiorts.  'fiie 
cases  alluded  to  were  those  of  neglect  on  the  part  of  principals  to  procure 
clothing  in  season.  An  examination  of  issue-rolls  and  vouchers  shows  that 
the  quantity  of  clothing  furnished  the  children  equals  the  amount  required 
hv  law.  Several  of  the  principals  very  generously  exceeded  legal  require- 
ments. 

.5.  Additions  have  been  made  to  many  of  the  school  libraries.  Dridge- 
water,  Dayton  and  Mercer  show  the  greatest  increase.  The  numlxr  of 
periodicals  is  about  the  same  as  reported  a year  ago.  The  number  of 
volumes  in  the  libraries  and  the  number  of  periodicals  taken  at  the  several 
institutions  are  as  follows  ;

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(3.  The  annual  examinations  Avere  generally  more  largely  attended  than 
ever  before,  and  gave  evidence  of  hard  study  and  successful  teaching. 
The  proportion  of  pupils  in  the  advanced  grades  increases  annuall3’.  All 
the  annual  examinations  conducted  In*  me  were  satisfaetorv,  with  one  ex- 
ception. "I'he  schools,  as  a Avhole,  . re  well  graded,  classilied,  taught  and 
disciplined.  Sonudimes  tlie  more  primarv  elasses  are  too  large  and  the 
grading  imperfect ; too  often  the  smaller  children  are  ].daced  under  ^'oung 
and  inexperienced  teachers.  Few  of  the  institutions  have  school  appara- 
tus other  than  black-boards  and  wall  maps.  In  a majorit}*  of  the  schools 
the  principles  of  music  are  not  taught,  though  there  is  enough  of  singing 
in  every  institution. 

I.  More  attention  is  given  to  militaiy  drill  than  ever  before.  There  is 
yet  one  school  where  it  is  not  taught. 

Tiie  lioys  are  taugiit  to  do  all  kinds  of  work  rec^uired  to  be  done  in 
conducting  the  schools  and  in  cultivating  the  school  farms  and  gardens. 
At  Uniontown  the  bo^’s  make  corn  Ijrooms,  can  fruit,  and  make  boots  and 
shoes  ; at  3!  ’Alisterville  also  corn  brooms  are  made ; at  TitusA'ille  a few 
bo3*s  work  in  the  shoe  shop  connected  with  the  institution.  The  facilities 
for  teaching  trades  are  generally*  wanting,  3*et  much  is  done  in  forming 
habits  of  industrv,  and  in  instilling  correct  views  of  labor.  Alost  of  the 
Ijoys  do  well  after  leaving  school-  The  girls  become  familiar  with  all  kinds 
of  housework  and  the  use  of  the  needle  and  sewing  machine ; fancy  work 
is  also  taught  in  nearly  every  school. 

9.  Moral  and  religious  training  forms  a prominent  feature  of  evm'y 
sghool. 

10.  The  children  who  weait  from  the  soldiers’  orphans’  schools,  after  be- 
coming sixteen  j’ears  of  aga,  into  the  Normal  schools,  at  the  expense  of 
the  State,  have  ver}*  generally  done  well.  Three  or  four,  however,  have 
proved  themselves  uuAVorthy  the  superior  advantages  granted  them.  Prin- 
cipals can  not  be  too  careful  in  selecting  candidates  for  pedagogic  honors. 

II.  I,  perhaps,  can  not  more  appropriately  close  this  brief  report  than 
bjr  again  assuring  you  that  the  soldiers’  orphans’  schools  are  yearly  groAV- 
ing  in  usefulness,  and  in  the  affections  of  the  people.

Dear  Sir  : — I have  the  honor  to  submit  to  you,  herewith,  my  rei)orT  as 
Lady  Inspector  and  Examiner  of  the  Soldiers’  and  Sailors’  Orphan  Schools 
of  Pennsylvania,  for  the  year  1873. 

Observation  and  experience  i)ronipt  the  j)rcliminarv  remarks,  that  it  was 
wise,  harmonious,  patriotic  and  benevolent  legislation  that  provided  for  the 
care  and  tuition  of  the  soldiers’  and  sailors’  orphans  of  the  State  of  Penn- 
sylvania. It  was  the  i)atent  duty  of  the  C’ommonwealtli,  as  the  natural 
guardian  of  all  the  children  of  her  citizens,  to  see  to  it  that  none  of  her  wards 
were  abused  or  neglected.  It  was  eminently  wise  in  her  legislatoi’s  to  ir- 
augurate  a policy  that  should  enure  to  the 

PERMANENT ' BENEFIT 

rather  than  to  the  merely  temporary  relief  of  these  helpless,  thriftless  little 
ones,  whose  fathers  liberally  “bled  and  died”  in  the  service  of  their  gov.,  rn- 
ment. 

It  was  in  accord  with  the  general  plan  of  the  common  school  instruction, 
long  since  made  famous,  the  world  over,  as  “the  I’ennsylvania  system.”  It 
was,  however,  much  more  comj)rehensive  in  its  sco))i‘  of  education,  foi'.  iii  ad- 
dition to  the  dilferent  branches  of  knowledge  taught  in  the  schools  from  the 
books,  the  invaluable  lesson  of 

PRACTICAL  INDUSTRY 

has  been  suiier-added  and  conscientiously  inpiarted  to  all  the  orphans.  Thev 
learn  to  Avork — that  is  indeiiendent.  morally,  right  and  honorable  to  do  so,, 
and  while  the  lioys  are  titted  for  labor  appropriate  to  their  sex.  the  girls  are 
brought  up  to  knoAv  that  the  art  and  mistery  of  house-Avifery  is  amongst 
other  things  a material  i)art  of  their  tuition.  And  thus,  Avith  heads  and 
liands  systematically  instructed,  and  their  hearts  carefully  trained  in.  the 
principals  of  Christ’s  religion,  they  Avill  mature  into  Aaluable.  self-reliant 
citizens  ; AAdien  the  theory  of  the  State,  the  design  of  the  Legislature  in  their 
behalf  is  thoroughly  and  effectively  carried  out. 

It  Avas  thoroughly  beneticient.  promptly  to  take  in  hand  these  Avards  of 
the  State,  and  rear  them  as  children  of  soldiers’  and  sailors’  of  the  United 
States  ought  to  be  reared,  to  ihose  habits  of  industry  and  usefulness  that 
would  fit  them  to  perpetuate  their  fathers’  honored  names. 

It  Avas  true  economy.  likeAvise,  in  an  enlarged  vieAV  of  the  subject,  thus 
to  provide  the  means  of  idacing  these  orphans  in  a position  of  self-re- 
liant, independent  jmnng  men  and  Avomen,  capable  of  earning  their  oavii 
3 Sol.  Orph. 
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living  and  doing  their -duty  in  'whatever  station  of  life  it  may  please 
Ood  to  call  them. 

Thus,  too,  elcA'ated  above  the  temptations  to  vice  which  ignorance  and 
indolence  are  sure  to  engender,  the  State  avoids  the  enormous  costs  of  trial 
and  punishment  for  crimes  which  neglected  waifs,  growing  up  to  he  social 
pests,  surely  subject  her  to.  It  is  estimated  that  seven  tiiousan'd  (7,000) 
or  THESE  ORPHANS  CRU  be  educated  and  in’ovided  for  during  the  prescribed 
term,  for  less  than  the  expense  to  the  United  States  government  of  carry- 
ing on  the  late  civil  war  for  only  two  (2)  davs. 

To  aid  in  carrying  into  successful  oi)eration  this  scheme  of  philanthropy 
and  usefulness,  has  been  the  constant  aim  and  effort  of  the  “ Lady  Inspec- 
tor mnl  Examiner,”  from  the  moment  that  she  was  invited  to  aid  in  or- 
ganizing the  undertaking  years  ago,  and  although  one  and  another  of  the 
then  selected  otlicers  have  vacated  their  spheres  of  action,  and  even  some 
of  their  successors  have  been  superseded  by  others,  it  has  been  her  grate- 
ful privilege  to  continue  the  important  routine  of  inspection  of  all  the  asy- 
lums. homes,  schools  and  institutions  throughout  the  length  and  breadth 
of  tliis  vast  Oommonwealth,  ever  since  the  grand  enterprise  was  started. 
It  has  cost  the  inspector  much  toil,  solicitude  and  study  in  systematizing 
many  of  the  necessary  details  ; in  having  them  put  in  successful  operation  ; 
in  having  them  continued  and  in  correcting  such  defects  as  have  arisen  from 
time  to  time  in  these  distinct  and  tar  remote  establishments,  not  to  dwell 
upon  the  oft  re})eated  weaiy  journey’s  by  night  and  by  day,  at  times  in 
niost  inclement  seasons  of  the  year,  over  rugged  and  precipitous  I'oads  as 
well  as  by  train.  Rut  it  was  felt  by  her  to  lie  an  honor  to  be  thus  selected 
fra  so  responsible  a position;  that  the  duties  incident  to  it  could  not  and 
siijiild  not  lie  neglected;  that  even  when  prevented,  through  illness  in  her 
family,  from  personally  keeping  her  appointments,  she  sent  an  efficient  sub- 
stitute in  lier  place,  and  she  now  feels  thankful  for  her  abilit_v  to  bo  instru- 
jn.  ntal  in  contributing  to  the  success  which  has  thus  far  crowned  the  un- 
dertaking. This  success  must  be  accredited  as 

AN  ACT  GE  SIMPLE  .JUSTICE 

to  your  yespected  self,  as  Superintendent  of  this  department ; for,  without 
your  constant,  energetic  attention,  superadded  to  the  wonderful  order*  and 
system  which  your  long  experience  at  the  head  of  tlie  School  Department 
of  the  State,  and  otherwise,  enabled  you  to  bring  into  operation,  as  a mas- 
tered science,  in  the  direction  of  the  Soldiers’  and  Sailors’  Orphans’  De- 
partment. it  could  not  have  attained  its  present  admirable  position  of  effi- 
ciency and  value.  Witii  such  suiierintendence,  judgment  and  discipline, 
the  department  could  not  fail  to  l)e  a success;  and  it  is  the  source  of  un- 
'jurdilied  plwisure  to  be  thus  aide  to  ]-eport  most  marked  and  steady  im- 
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pi'ovenient  in  the  ditterent  schools  and  lioines  of  the  C'omnionwcaltli  in 
educational  development  and  industrial  liahits.  ever  since  they  were  i)laccd 
under  your  official  care  and  direction,  indeed  the  ijeneral  contentment  and 
hahitual  cheerfulness  of  the  pupils,  well  attest  tlie  success  of  tlieir  man- 
agement. 

TIIK  PERIODICAL  EXAMINATIONS  OF  THE  SCHOOLS 

have  been  extremely  gratifying  and  satisfactory,  indicating,  as  they  did,  a 
thorougliness  of  discipline,  a high  grade  of  scholarship,  neatness  of  attire 
and  propriety  of  deportment,  that  would  have  done  credit  to  any  seminary 
of  learning  in  tlie  State.  Of  course,  all  of  the  rudimentary  branches  of 
education  are  thoroughly  learned,  as  well  as  some  of  the  more  modern,  and 
ornate  or  advanced  studies.  Vocal  and  instrumental  music  receive  very 
careful  attention,  ami  must  contribute,  iu  the  future,  as  they  liave  hitherto, 
very  largely  to  the  enjoyment  and  advantage  of  the  pipiils. 
iMany  beautiful  specimens  of 

PENMANSHIP  AND  DRAWINOi 

have  been  exliibited  ; indicating  a fitness,  on  the  part  of  those,  who  furn- 
ished for  iilaccs.  in  the  counting  room  of  the  merchant,  the  ollice  of  the 
civil  engineer  or  the  studio  of  tlie  artist.  X'umerous  fine  examples  of 
needle-work  have  also  been  displayed  by  girls  of  industry  and  taste. 

THE  SANITARY  CONDITION  OF  THE  SCHOOLS 

has  been  highly  satisfactory  ; very  feiv  cases  of  serious  illness  having  oc- 
curred during  the  last  fiscal  year.  The  boys  are  strong  and  hardy.  The 
girls  arc  nearly  all  growing  well  ami  healthfully  developed,  needing  little, 
or  no  medical  attention  at  any  time.  In  moral  as  well  as  physical  haliits,. 
they  are  unexceptionable.  Their  manners  and  conversation  are  chaste, 
modest,  sprightly  and  agreeable.  Their  deportment  is  respectful,  and  their 
attention  to  their  respective  duties  constant  and  earnest.  Some  of  those 
who  have  lieen  honorably  discharged,  after  com})leting  the  legal  term  of 
their  pupilage,  are  well  and  creditably  married. 

CARE  AND  CLEANLINESS 

in  arranging  the  taffies  are  deemed  next  in  importance,  fo-  wholesomcness 
of  food,  in  eveiy  school.  Every  'principal  now  understands  that  to  these 
particulars,  as  well  as  to  tidiness  of  apjiarel  and  of  person  on  the  part  of 
the  i)upils,  unwearying  attention  is  to  be  directed.  Eacli  orphan  is  ex- 
jiected  to  be  at  all  times  seasonably  and  respectably  dressed.  Extrava- 
g.ance  and  wastefulness  are  eschewed,  but  it  is  deemed  proper  that  the  self- 
respect  of  the  orphans  should  not  be  abated  from  any  want  of  good  and 
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suitable  clothing,  tinder  the  latest  arrangement  in  this  respect,  whereby 
each  principal  is  empowered  to  supply  the  necessary  clothing  for  his  par- 
ticular school.  Much  of  the  delay  and  difficulty  formerly  experienced  in 
supplying  the  children  of  the  dili'ei’ent  schools  with  what  was  seasonably 
needed,  have  been  entirely  obviated,  and  the  comfort  of  the  orphans  mate- 
1 ially  enhanced. 

The  highest  duty  of  the  inspector  is  to  see  that  the  morals  of  these  or- 
])hans  are  seduonsly  guarded.  Happily  their  principals  and  instructors  are 
generally  religious  persons,  who  take  a Christian’s  interest  in  “sewing  the 
good  seed,”  in  the  virgin  soil  of  their  unsophisticated  hearts.  We  may 
therefore  trust  that,  in  due  time,  they  will  bring  forth  the  fruits  of  right- 
ousness,  to  the  lionor  and  glory  of  God. 

THE  FUTURE  OF  THESE  ORPHANS 

is  a cause  of  great  concern.  At  the  age  of  sixteen  years  their  scholastic 
training  is  considered  to  lie  ended.  Then  begins  the  more  serious  business 
nf  life.  It  is  of  incalculable  consequence  that  each  one  of  these  thousands 
of  or[)hans  shall  pursue  that  precise  occupation  for  which  he  or  she  is 
s])ccially  fitted  ; in  other  words  that  each  one  shall  fill  his  or  her  appropri- 
ate niche  in  the  temple  of  life. 

Many  of  them  are  liegging  hard  to  (qualify  themselves  as  teachers  in  the 
Normal  schools  of  the  State  ; and  the  comparatively  limited  number  that  can 
be  accepted  as  such  will  doubtless  do  honor  to  themselves  and  to  the  de- 
])artment  which  has  qualified  them  for  tlieir  important  mission.  Rut  what 
of  tlie  rest,  when  their  turn  of  pupilage  is  ended?  Heie  is  a responsible 
field  of  labor  and  infiuence  for 

THE  GRAND  ARAIY  OF  THE  REPUBEIC. 

The  veterans,  whose  lives  have  been  spared  through  all  the  perils  of  the 
war,  seem  to  owe  a peculiarh"  solemn  obligation  to  the  orphan  of  their 
iHipially  heroic  comrades  who  fell  beside  them  on  tlie  field  of  strife  or  lan- 
guished and  died  in  the  wearisome  ward  of  the  hospital.  Every  officer  and 
man  of  them  possesses  influence  enough  to  secure  desirable  situations  for 
a number  of  these  orphans.  If  exerted,  as  your  inspector  doubts  not  that 
it  may  be,  these  fatherless  ])oys  and  girls  will  have,  in  this  powerful  organi- 
/.ation  a host  of  valuable  friends  and  allies  ready  to  co-operate  with  their 
')ther  fellow-citizens  in  making  these  most  meritorious  orphans  worth}'  and 
useful  members  of  the  body  politic.  Foremost  amongst  these  co-laborers, 
they  may  unliesitatingly  rely  upon  the  gallant  Chief  Magistrate  of  the 
' Commonwealth. 
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HIS  EXCELLENCY,  GOV.  HARTRANET, 

to  ivhose  tried  and  steadfast  efforts  on  behalf  of  the  soldiers’  orplians, 
during  the  whole  term  that  he  so  well  and  fearlessly  discharged  the  dutie> 
of  Auditor  General,  their  inspector  feels  bound  to  jiay  her  willing  and  un- 
qualilied  tribute  of  grateful  aeknowledgmeut.  This  subject  is  resiiectfully 
suggested  for  the  formal  consideration  and  action  of  our  brave  surviving 
volunteers. 


RECOMMENP.ATIO.N. 

A cautious  economy  upon  the  jiart  of  tlie  Legislature  has  tliereforc 
limited  the  number  of  admissilile  orphans  to  those  born  before  18(5(5.  Ob- 
servation has  satisfied  this  iusiiector  that  there  are  throughout  the  State, 
more  or  less  orphans  excluded  1)3'  the  operation  of  this  rule,  who  are  as 
righteouslv  entitled  to  the  bountv  of  the  State,  in  this  respect,  as  those  whose 
fathers  died  at  an  earlier  date.  There  are  cases,  for  instance,  where  the 
faithful  soldier  returned  from  the  war  with  iinjiaired  health  and  strength, 
has  struggled  bravel3'  on  vear  after  vear  to  support  his  dependent  familv,  and 
who  has  finallj'  died  in  povertv  from  taxation  of  his  strength.  It  is  then  too 
late  under  the  existing  legislation,  for  his  orphans  to  be  cared  for  liv  tlu' 
State.  It  is  respectfullv  submitted  that  our  noble  old  Commonwealth  can 
afford  to  abrogate  such  a restriction  as  this. 

IN  CONCLUSION, 

the  Lad}'  Inspector  of  this  Department  looks  forward  with  zealous  liope- 
fulness  to  the  continued  prosperitv  of  this  Heaven-ordered  enterjn-ise  of 
Pennsylvania’s  Legislature  and  i)eople.  It  was  due  to  the  valor  and  lideli- 
t}'  of  the  dead.  It  was  due  to  their  innocent  offspring.  Xor  can  it  lie 
doulited  that  so  long  as  the  Department  continues  to  ])e  conducted  witli 
fidelity  and  earnestness,  the  people  of  Pennsylvania  will  eheerfullv  consent 
to  whatever  appropriations  of  monei'  ma}'  be  deemed  essential  bv  the 
Legislature  for  the  continuance  and  successful  completion  of  the  glorious 
and  grateful  undertaking  to  support  and  educate  the  orphans  of  the  soldiers 
and  sailors  of  the  Kevstone  State.

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EXTRACTS  FROM 
REPORTS  OF  THE  PRINCIPALS. 


ANPERSOXBURO.— M.  :\roTZEii,  FrincipaJ. 

This  school  was  opened  October  16,  1866,  and  from  its  commencement 
np  to  the  in-esent  time,  one  linndred  and  sixty-seven  pnpils  liave  been  ad- 
mitted, and  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  still  remain  on  the  roll. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  institution  during  the  year  just  ended,  as 
nsnal,  has  been  remarkaldy  good.  The  buildings,  since  the  first  of  Ajn’il, 
1818,  Avhere  needed,  have  been  jmt  in  good  repair.  The  principle  school 
room,  recitation,  sleeping  and  dining  rooms,  as  nsnal,  have  all  been  well 
wliite-washed  and  at  all  times  kej)!  clean  and  in  good  order. 

The  children  all  continne  to  inogress  steadily  in  all  their  school  room 
studies,  and  I think  have  made  a commendable  improvement  over  the  pre- 
ceeding  year. 

The  school  room  and  ont-door  depoi’tment  of  the  pnpils  has  been  all  that 
oonld  be  desired. 

I think  Ave  have  improA'ed  very  mnch  OA'er  former  years  in  the  industrial 
department;  the  boys  during  hours  for  that  purpose,  do  a great  deal  of 
work  of  different  kinds;  thej'take  much  pride  and  interest  in  manual  labor. 
Our  largest  girls,  many  of  them  ]ioav  between  the  years  of  fourteen  and  six- 
teen, are  al)le  for  the  entire  course  of  domestic  duties,  from  kitchen  to  par- 
lor. -Alany  of  tliem  can  cook  and  bake  as  well  as  any  of  our  hired  help, 
raid  much  better  tlian  some.  A number  of  them  can  also  make  dresses  for 
tiiemselves  and  pants  for  the  boys.  Tlie  boys  are  now  nicely  organized  into 
a military  compaii}'  and  are  drilled  regularly. 

'fliere  has  l)een,  as  usual,  regidar  preaching  in  the  school  room,  and  many 
of  the  children  on  Sunday  go  to  neighboring  churches. 

A large  library  is  connected  Avith  the  Sabbath  school  of  the  institution, 
and  also  a large  number  of  Sunday  school  papers,  besides,  a feAV  Aveekly 
church  papers  and  other  periodicals  sent  to  the  school,  free  of  charge,  by  some 
kind  friends  of  the  soldiers’  orphan. 
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1?RI  OCrP^WATEK. — Jamp:s  Stjtzku,  PrincijtaL 

AVe  take  pleasure  in  forwanlinp;  our  annual  report  at  tlie  close  of  another 
year,  conscious  that  our  scliool  has  steadily  advanced  in  intellectual.  inor:d 
and  religious  culture.  Aluch  of  this  progress  is  due  to  the  ])rivate.  a})})eals 
rve  have  made  to  our  boys  and  girls.  In  daily  social  intercourse  with 
them,  we  have  constantly  shown  an  interest  in  tlieir  welfare,  and  in  our 
endeavors  to  promote  a love  for  the  mdile.  true  and  good,  were  greatly 
assisted  by  an  etlicient  corps  of  teachers,  who  manifested  so  mnch  zeal 
and  earnestness  in  their  work,  that  we  tliiidc  we  har'c  done  well  to  secure 
their  services  for  the  coining  year. 

AVe  are  indebted  to  INlr.  AA'illiam  AAV  Justice,  of  Philadelphia,  and  other 
friends  of  the  institution,  for  an  addition  of  two  hundred  and  sixty  vol- 
umes to  our  library.  The  liooks  were  carefully  selected  and  will  do  much 
toAvards  establishing  a correct  literary  taste  among  the  children.  AVe  also 
take  a number  of  periodicals,  to  rvliich  the  children  have  access. 

The  Rev.  Air.  Perkins,  of  Rristol,  has  continued  his  ministry  among  us 
d.uring  the  past  year.  Ilis  manner  of  preaching  is  clear  and  comiirehen- 
sive — adapted  to  the  understanding  of  our  sn.  allest  pujiils;  and  their  close 
attention  througliont  the  discourses  portrays  how  deep  an  interest  tlu'V 
have  in  Divine  things. 

Intellectually,  our  children  have  not  only  made  rajiid  improvements 
morally  and  religiously,  during  the  past  year,  l)ut  they  har'e  made  marked 
progress  mentally.  Dur  older  jmpils  pursued  their  studies  with  such  spirit 
as  to  make  ns  feel  greatly  encouraged.  They  did  not  study  simply  be- 
cause it  was  rcMpured  of  them,  or  for  the  mere  pleasure  it  gave,  l)ut  they 
seemed  to  love  knowledge  for  its  own  worth,  and  search  after  truth  that  it 
might  elevate  them. 

Government. — Our  method  of  government  is  liased  upon  a sense  of  duty 
and  the  power  of  self-control.  More  reliance  is  placed  upon  tin*  principie 
of  self-government,  than  upon  penalties  attached  to  arbitrary  resti’iction. 

CloUiing. — Although  our  apiiropriation  is  small,  yet  by  careful  attention 
AA'e  have  a comfortable  suiiplv  of  clothing  on  hand,  ami  strangers  visiting 
ns  have  universally  remarked  that  our  children  were  rvell  and  neatly  attired. 

Jtnildinr/  and  Grounds. — The  school  is  beautifully  situated  on  the  banks 
of  tlie  Delaware,  and  has  every  convenience  desirable,  'fhe  trustees  of 
the  building  generously  appropriated  funds  for  rcjiairing  it.  :ind  during 
vacation  it  has  liecn  repainted  tlironghout.  which  has  added  greatly  to  its 
former  ap})earance.  Thirteen  and  a half  acres  of  land  are  attached  to  tiic 
property,  two-thirds  of  rvliich  are  under  cultivation,  and  have  yieldcl  an 
-abundant  croi)  of  vegetables  under  the  sujiervision  of  an  exiierienced 
farmer. 
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Taking  it  altogether,  we  feel  tliat  the  past  year  has  been  a prosperous 
one,  and  that  the  blessing  of  a benign  Providence  has  been  rit-hly  be- 
stowed upon  our  labors. 


CASSVILLE. — A.  L.  (luss,  Frojmetor. 

The  resistless  stream  of  time  has  carried  us  along  to  the  close  of  another 
year,  and  by  the  l)lessings  of  a kind  Providence,  we  are  i)ermittcd  to  pre- 
sent the  Department  with  onr  eighth  annual  report. 

Ijastyear  our  school  had,  in  all  its  departments,  reached  an  unprecedented 
eminence  in  its  progress  and  success;  so  much  so,  indeed,  that  it  was,  per- 
haps, asking  too  much,  to  look  for  any  further  improvement,  or,  for  even 
an  capial  degree  of  prosp)erity  during,  the  year  just  closed.  We  have  been 
subjected  to  sickness,  to  a reduction  in  number,  and  to  annoyances  and  in- 
terruptions, so  that  in  some  respects,  we  have  ]U)t  moved  along  as  smoothly 
and  jdeasantlj'  as  during  some  of  our  former  years.  IIoAvever,  we  perhaps 
ought  not  complain,  for  amid  all  drawljacks  the  great  end  for  wliich  the 
school  was  established  lias  been  pretty  fulh"  and  honorably  attained.  The 
pupils  wlio  left  during  the  year,  as  a elass,  have  been  su})erior  in  scholar- 
ship to  those  of  any  previous  year,  and  may  safely  be  referred  to  as  a 
samiile  of  the  workmanship  of  the  institution.  We  say  this  of  them  as  a 
body,  not  as  individuals,  for  it  would  be  unfair  to  judge  an  institution  liy 
the  worst  or  liest  single  example  of  its  graduates,  in  regard  to  scholarship 
or  morals. 

4''he  school  appears  to  enjoy  the  confidence  and  esteem  of  the  motliers 
and  guardians  of  the  pupils,  as  it  never  did  before;  and  the  same  may  lie 
said  of  the  community,  in  which  tlie  school  is  located.  A little  calumny, 
instigated  by  political  envy,  lias  developed  its  friends,  and  there  is  to-day 
more  anxiety  for  the  prosperity  of  the  “Our  Home  on  the  Hillside,”  than 
there  ever  was  before. 

In  December  last,  I placed  the  institution  under  the  control  and  manage- 
ment of  Messrs.  Harjier  W.  Snyder  and  .T.  H.  Rindlaub,  as  acting  princi- 
]ials, — the  former,  a soldier’s  orphan,  formerly  an  inmate  of  the  school,  of 
vei'v  considerable  ability  and  education,  who  had  charge  of  the  school 
department;  and  the  latter,  in  charge  of  the  gardening  and  out-door  work, 
acted  as  steward  of  tlie  establishment.  Since  that  time  I have  acted  only 
an  advisory  supervision  over  tlie  school,  through  weekly  visits,  so  as  to 
siqijily  any  lack  of  experience,  and  insure  a judicious  management.  This 
arrangement  has,  in  the  main,  worked  very  satisfactorily;  and  Mr.  Snyder 
is  accorded  all  the  praise  to  which  he  is  entitled.  For  the  coming  year. 
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arrangements  have  l)een  made  with  Prof.  John  L.  Kendlehai't.  .V.  M..  of 
Gettysburg,  Pa.,  to  take  eliarge  of  the  seliool,  and  with  a corps  of  teaelun's 
of  the  very  best  charaeter  and  (pialific-ations,  residts  of  no  ordinary  stand- 
ard are  confidently  hjoked  for  in  the  future. 

While,  therefore,  not  setting  forth  extraordinary  and  extravagant  elaims, 
it  is  believed  that  tlie  school  has  been  in  a good  condition,  and  done  a good 
work  during  the  past  year. 

Sanifa)'}/. — F(jr  the  tliird  time  in  the  history  of  the  school  we  have  been 
severely  visited  with  serious  sickness.  The  health  of  the  children  in  the 
orphan  scliools  has  always  been  A'ery  remarkable,  and  the  health  of  the 
Cassville  school  Avas  most  remarkable  of  all.  During  the  past  Avintcr,  Iioav- 
eA'er.  the  typhoid  feA’er,  Avhich  had  for  some  time  prevailed  in  the  village, 
broke  out  in  the  school.  Some  fifteen  of  the  })upils  and  one  of  the  em- 
ployees Avere  sick  Avith  that  disease — several  of  them  Avere  A'ery  low,  and 
tAvo  deaths  occurred,  as  folloAvs:  Rarbara  Ellen  Kerlinsee,  Avhose  mother 
liA'es  near  Cherry  Tree.  Pa.,  died  January  6,  aged  fifteen  years,  ten  months 
and  four  days;  and  Daniel  S.  Hoover,  whose  mother  Uacs  at  Birmingham, 
Pa.,  died  January  h,  aged  eleA'en  years,  seA'en  months  and  fourteen  days. 
The  sick  Avere  attended  by  an  al)le  and  careful  physician;  and  cared  for  by 
IMrs.  R.  C.  M’Manama,  who  deserA'es  to  be  mentioned  as  one  of  the  best 
sick-nurses  in  the  State;  and  though  Ave  feel  that  these  deaths  occui'red 
through  no  fault  of  our  oavu,  yet  Ave  regret  our  loss  A'ery  much  as  did 
also  all  connecte<l  with  the  school.  Both  these  juipils  Avere  promising  and 
Avell-behaA'cd  and  much  loA'cd.  The  prcA'alence  of  this  terrilile  disease,  for 
a season,  gave  the  institution  much  lalior  and  incouA'cnience.  and  some  ir- 
terruption  of  its  regular  routine;  and  for  a time  also  created  some  uneasi- 
ness among  some  of  the  friends  of  the  i)U})ils,  but  as  the  disease  abated, 
the  old  order  of  things  Avas  restored  and  the  uneasiness  ceased.  We  could 
not  trace  this  fcA'cr  to  any  s])ecific  local  cause,  and  do  not  profess  to  unde)’- 
stand  it — possibly  it  may  haA'e  been  conneeted  in  somoAvay  with  the  exceed.- 
ing  dry  Aveather  and  the  unprecedented  scarcity  of  Avatei'.  We  feel  thank- 
ful, hoAveA'ei',  that  it  Avas  no  AA'orse  than  it  aaus,  for  in  the  A'illage  it  aaus 
relatiA’ely  much  more  fatal  than  in  the  school.  Uj)  to  this  time,  of  the  four 
hundred  and  sixty-six  pupils  admitted,  all  are  still  living  but  seven — three 
IiaA'ing  died  in  the  school,  tAvo  at  home,  one  after  being  transferred  and  one 
after  being  discharged  at  sixteen. 

Indu.^fnal. — In  regard  to  the  industrial  dej>artments.  avc  have  nothing 
ncAv  to  rej)ort.  The  farming  and  gardening  have  been  carricsl  on  as  usual, 
while  the  sewing  department  has  been  A'ery  eliiciently  governed  bv  Hiss 
3Iartha  S.  Gehrett.  . 'fhe  houselujld  Avoi'k  has  also  been  aided  bA'  the  girls, 
in  a manner  that  aa'III  tend  greatly  to  tit  them  for  those  duties,  AA'hich  eA'ei'y 
laily  ought  at  lerst  understand,  eA'en  should  she  not  practice  all  her  days. 
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1 !ic3  wetness  and  lateness  of  tlie  spring  has  interfered  witli  our  gardening- 
and  will  greatly  reduce  the  profits.  Still  we  ex[)ect  a [iretuv  fair  return  for 
the  labors  expended. 

ClotbuK]. — ^Ve  reiterate  what  we  said  a yeai-  ago,  that  the  new  plan  of 
clothing  the  children  seems  to  work  well.  The  pupils  go  home  in  vacation 
better  clad,  and  have  a better  wardrolie  than  ever  before — though  the  method 
ot  keeping  accounts,  makes  the  report  at  the  end  of  the  year,  a tremendous 
task.  It  seems  as  it  the  re(piiremonts  of  the  law  are  needlessly  exacting, 
at  the  hands  ot  the  schools,  while  of  the  homes  nothing  is  required,  d^^e 
have  to  complain  of  a considerable  amount  of  negligence  and  recklessness 
on  tlie  pai  t ot  some  of  the  children  and  their  friends,  in  not  taking  proper 
caie  ot  tiieir  clothing,  when  home  at  vacation.  Some  of  the  children  have 
returned  with  new  suits  perfectly  ruined. 

Lihtcnf tonal. — In  addition  to  the  general  remark  already  made,  it  may 
be  pro[)er  to  say,  that  the  educational  work  done  during  the  year  was  of 
good  (piality  and  ample  in  quantity — though  the  examination  of  the  higlier 
grades,  at  tlie  en  l ot  the  term,  was  not  as  brilliant  as  it  should  have  been — 
o'.viug  to  impertect  reviews,  caused  by  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Snyder,  at  tiie 
end  ol  the  year.  also  parted  very  reluctantly  with  the  services  of  Mr. 

dames  (1.  (’orbin.  who  moved  iqion  his  farm  in  the  spring  to  look  after  other 
interests,  lie  had  been  for  years  a.  solid  and  faithful  standdiy  in  the  school. 
Si'-ivness,  change  ot  teachers,  and  the  other  draw-backs  would  of  course 
effect  the  polish  of  our  examination,  but  it  is  claimed  and  believed  that  the 
solid  sulistratum  ot  mind  and  heart  culture  has  been  very  commendable. 

Morals. — “We  have  nothing  new  or  startling  to  report  concerning  the  gen- 
eral conduct  ot  the  cliildren.  They  are  generally  well-behaved  and  obedi- 

— though  we  have  some  cases  in  which  there  is  vast  room  foi-  improve- 
ment. The  eradication  of  the  “original  depravity,”  which  cliaracterize 
s^m  ■ of  the  cliildren  wlien  they  enter  the  school,  is  no  slight  task,  and  our 
utter  inability  to  prevent  some  of  them  from  returning  to  the  same  inllu- 
ences,  afeer  they  leave  tiie  school,  is  one  of  the  things  to  be  regrette*d  and 
dejilored. 

Xo  anniversary  or  re-union  exercises  were  held  this  year,  though  Ave  had 
frequent  visits  from  our  old  pupils.  It  is  contemplated,  the  coming  6th  of 
^November,  to  again  invite  the  “sixteeners”  to  the  old  home,  and  hold  an  ap- 
]!roj)riate  julhlee.  All  connected  with  the  institution  unite  in  thanks  and 
gr.itit'.i  le,  to  our  State  Superintendent  and  his  able  assistants,  for  the  kind- 
ness and  courtesies  extended  towards  us  during  the  year.  We  trust,  in 
conclusion,  tliat  (lod  Avill  bless  the  schools,  and  grant  them  still  another 
3 car  of  success. 
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CHESTER  SPRIXGS.— F.  C.  P KAiisiix,  PriucipaL 

Our  Pror/rcrr. — 'Pho  advaiiceiiuMit  made  in  all  the  i>radies  emhi'aeed  in  tiie 
seliool  lias  lieen  oommendahle. 

(UofJii)u/. — The  eliano-es  introduced  in  this  department  liave  etf'ected  an 
imiiroA'ement  of  fully  one  hundred  jier  cent.;  and  we  are  still  ad\'am-ing  in 
this  line. 

Peli(ji<)ur  and  Moral  lutrrrrt. — 'Phe  moral  and  religious  status  of  the 
school  is  very  interesting;  hoth  the  Sahliatli  school  service  and  meetings 
for  Divine  worshi})  are  attended  with  many  signs  of  lasting  good  among 
the  scholars. 

Hanitar;/ — The  health  of  the  entire  household  has  heen  A'cry  remarkahle; 
no  one  of  either  the  children  or  employees  has  died  of  disease  since  the 
inauguration  of  the  institution,  and  we  have  great  reason  to  he  thankrul  to 
onr  Heavenly  Father  for  the  degree  of  favor  he  has  shown  us. 

]\[ii«‘rllanrour. — The  library  is  still  exerting  a good  etfect  and  improving 
the  taste  for  good  and  wholesome  literature.  The  tiand  is  as  useful  and 
deservedly  popular  as  ever,  and  there  arc  many  demands  for  its  services 
among  the  surrounding  Salibath  schools  and  other  institutions.  A\'ith  the 
delightful  location  and  all  the  favorable  ajjpendages  enjoyed  by  this  school, 
its  claims  are  of  the  first  order  as  a home  for  the  children  of  our  noble 
soldiers  who  have  died  in  the  defence  of  onr  country,  and  left  ns  the  legacy 
of  educating  and  training  their  offsi)ring. 

As  a whole,  we  bcdieve  that  Chester  Si)rings  has  as  high  a claim  as  any 
State  school  in  Pennsylvania,  for  the  purpose  intended. 


DAYTOX.— llKiii  APC  ANUUKse,  Priucipnl. 

'Pwo  hundred  and  thirty-two  childixm  have  received  instruction  and  main- 
tenance at  the  Dayton  Soldiers’  Orphan  school,  during  the  year  ending 
l\Iay  dl,  ISld,  the  average  attendance  having  been  one  hundred  ;ui  1 nine- 
ty-seven. 

IPluraf lou. — Instruction  has  been  given  in  spelling,  reading',  writiin*'. 
arithmetic.  English  grammar,  geography,  F^.  S.  histoiy,  algebra,  jihysiologv 
and  vocal  music. 

It  has  been  our  object  to  give  such  instruction  in  these  branches  as  the 
children  will  most  need  when  they  become  men  and  women,  and  tf)  present 
the  truths  ot  each  study  so  as  to  be  most  easily  retainecl,  and  ijujst  avaih',- 
ble  in  the  active  pursuits  of  life. 

In  teaching  the  i)npils  to  spell  we  have  not  confined  ourselves  to  anv  fiar- 
ticnlar  book,  but  have  selected  words  which  the  children  understood,  ; r.d 
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especially  those  used  hv  them  in  conversation,  thus  directing  their  efforts 
so  tliat  their  time  wonld  not  be  wasted  in  the  almost  useless  exercise  of 
learning  to  spell  words  of  wliose  meaning  they  had  no  conception,  and 
which  they  woidd  ].)erliaps  never  have  occasion  to  use  in  writing. 

Reading,  perliaps  the  most  iisefnl  branch  studied  in  any  scliool,  has  been 
taught  with  special  regard  to  its  most  important  use,  the  accpiisition  of 
knowledge  through  the  medium  of  written  language.  Short  reading  les- 
sons,  generally  but  a few  sentences,  have  been  assigned,  and  the  pupils  have 
been  required  to  study  the  meaning,  not  only  of  each  wmrd,  but  of  each 
sentence,  until  they  have,  if  possible,  made  the  thoughts  of  the  writer  their 
own.  ’'I'hey  are  thus  prei)ared  to  understand  the  principles  of  expression 
and  to  read  intelligently  and  naturally.  It  is  hopeil  that  by  pursuing  this 
course,  the  scholars  will  form  the  habit  of  reading,  not  merely  to  while 
away  idle  time,  but  to  gain  information,  to  become  acquainted  with  the 
tlioughts  of  the  good  and  wise. 

In  teaching  arithmetic  our  olycct  has  been  to  make  the  children  familiar 
witli  its  ;n'/nc?p/cs,  and,  though  we  have  used  a text-book,  instruction  has 
not  lieen  confined  to  the  contents  of  any  particular  liook.  We  have  taught 
mental  and  written  arithmetic  as  one  branch  of  study,  and  each  child  has 
studied  and  recited  but  one  lesson  in  it  daily.  We  have  studied  to  make 
tlie  explanations  of  the  questions  in  written  arithmetic  answer  all  the  pur- 
])oses  of  amdysis  in  mental  arithmetic. 

it  is  tliought  that  the  usual  course  pursued  in  the  study  of  English 
granrmar,  that  of  memorizing  definitions  and  rules,  parsing  words  and 
/ correcting  and  analyzing  sentences,  does  not  and  cannot,  of  itself,  make 

Cvirrect  ;ind  ready  speakei's  and  writers  of  the  English  language.  The  chil- 
dren have,  therefore,  been  required  to  construct  sentences,  and  to  commit 
definitions,  conjugations,  declensions  and  rules,  only  as  they  found  them 
necessary  in  composition. 

In  history,  the  leading  facts  were  selected  and  given  as  topics,  to  be 
learned  from  any  author  on  the  subject,  to  which  the  pupils  had  access. 
'I'liese  topics  were  presented  in  their  natural  order  so  as  to  form  a connected 
narrative,  and  so  impressed  upon  the  minds  of  the  children  by  frequent  re- 
views as  to  be  readily  recalled. 

In  each  of  the  remaining  branches  we  have  followed  the  usual  course,  or 
that  of  the  text-book. 

fndastrial. — Our  aim  has  been  to  train  every  child  to  be  industrious,  tid}' 
au  1 economical.  Each  scholar  has  labored  at  some  useful  employment  for 
two  hours  ever}'  working  day.  In  addition  to  baking,  cooking,  washing  and 
molding  for  the  entire  institution,  the  girls  have,  with  the  assistance  of  their 
instructors,  made  two  hundred  and  fifty  dresses,  two  hundred  and  forty-five 
aprons,  sixty-eight  chemise,  one  hundred  pairs  of  drawers,  tw'elve  sacks, 
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thirty-three  skirts,  one  hundred  a)id  ninety-live  shirts  and  lifty  pairs  of 
l)ants.  The  boys  have  made  their  own  beds,  kept  their  rooms  clean  and 
worked  on  the  farm,  the  products  of  which  have  nearly  supi)lied  the  school 
with  vegetables. 

7<bod.— Every  child  has  been  allowed  as  much  wholesome  food  as  it  de- 
sired. Every  article  of  food  that  could  be  bought  in  the  market  has  been 
procured  and  used  in  the  school  during  the  year;  but  such  a variety  at  each 
meal  as  may  l)e  found  on  the  tables  of  some  private  families  could  not  be 
given  in  an  institution  of  this  kind,  yet  it  is  believed  to  have  been  all  that 
is  necessaiy. 

Cloth ing.—'We  have  tried  to  expend  the  money  allowed  for  clothing, 
neai’lj’ $50,000,  in  the  most  judicious  manner,  i)urchasing  none  but  the  most 
necessary  and  substantial  articles,  and  these,  at  the  lowest  wholesale  prices. 
The  clothes  were  insi)ected  daily  and  repaired  as  often  as  they  needed  re- 
pairing. Our  childcn  have  much  more  and  better  clothing  now  than  they 
had  one  year  ago,  and  it  is  thought  that  with  the  present  allowance,  we  can 
clothe  them  still  better  in  the  future. 

Government. — The  proper  training  of  the  children  is  regarded  as  tlie  most 
difficult,  and  at  the  same  time  the  most  important,  part  of  our  work.  To 
teach  the  children  to  oliscrve  every  regulation  of  school,  to  render  iirompt 
and  willing  obedience  to  all  proper  authority,  and  above  all,  to  control  them- 
selves, has  been  onr  constant  aim.  We  have  as  much  as  possilile  thrown 
the  responsibility  of  governing  upon  the  scholars  themselves.  Roth  boys 
and  girls  have  elected  officers,  and  under  certain  restrictions  made  their  own 
regulations,  receiving  helj)  only  as  they  needed  it  in  the  execution  of  their 
l>lans.  Force  has  lieen  used  only  when  no  other  means  seemed  to  have  the 
desired  effect,  and  then  no  more  than  Avas  necessary  to  secure  obedience. 

Morale. — The  children  go  to  church  and  Sabbath  school  every  Salibath. 
and  Ave  haA'e  worship  eA'ening  and  morning. 

I haA-e  noAv  told  A'ery  briefly'  and  imperfectly  Avhat  we  have  aimed  to  do. 
and  to  some  extent  explained  the  methods  used  for  its  accomplishment,  and 
I suppose  it  would  be  best  to  alloAv  others  to  speak  of  the  result. 

I might,  hoAvever,  be  alloAved  to  say  that  the  scholars  haA'e  advanced  ra])- 
idly  in  education,  that  Ave  have  had  no  case  of  Avhat  might  be  termed  sick- 
ness, and  that  corporal  punishment  is  seldom  either  resorted  to  or  needed. 

Permit  me  to  say  in  conclusion,  that  AvhateA'er  success  has  attended  the 
school  during  the  j’ear,  is  diie  mainly  to  the  intelligent  and  untiring  efforts 
of  the  teachers  and  em])lo3’ees. 
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HARFORD. — Dr.  H.  Pennypacker,  Principal. 

Our  cliiMreu  have  enjo3’e(l  during  the  past  j'ear,  almost  uninterrupted 
good  health,  and  tliis  rvith  the  self-sacrificing  efibrts  made  in  their  behalf 
l)y  all  em})loyed  at  the  scliool  has  caused  a decided  disposition  in  them  to 
be  contented  and  happy.  They  have  encouraged  us  all  by  the  assiduous 
manner  in  which  they  iiave  attended  to  their  work  in  every  department  and 
by  their  general  good  behavior. 

I’hey  hawe  also  made  a very  commedable  progress  in  their  studies. 

One  pupil  in  the  eighth  grade  was  examined  b}'  our  County  Superintend- 
ent during  the  ,year;  and,  although  she  is  but  fourteen  years  of  age,  she 
proved  herself  capable  of  taking  charge  of  one  of  our  public  schools, 
and  Avas  only  deterred  from  so  doing  by  her  age. 

The  general  ai)pearance  of  the  clothing  is  good  and  shorvs  that  they  are 
as  Avell  clad  as  the  average  of  children  in  our  A'icinity,  and  tliat  they  appre- 
ciate and  care  for  it. 

Tlie  educational  department,  in  rvliich  the  teaching  is  done  by  our  efficient 
and  faitliful  corps  of  female  teachers,  has  steadily  increased  in  progress. 

Tlie  1)oys’  industrial  departmen  tis  faithfully  superintended  b}^  an  expe 
rienced  farmer,  and  seldom  do  we  hear  complaints  from  either  him  or  the 
boys. 

Tlie  girls’  industrial  department  is  all  that  we  can  expect  it  to  be,  and 
all  in  charge  of  its  several  divisions  aim  to  teach  the  girls  habits  of  industry 
and  economy  Avhich  rvill  be  of  future  use  to  them. 

The  morals  of  our  cliildren  are  carefully  guarded  and  it  is  rvith  profound 
pleasure  tliat  I rejiort  that  there  is  Init  comparatively  little  disposition  to 
use  profane  or  other  improper  language,  and  that  the  truthful  and  moral 
child  is  esteemed  b}"  them  as  in  all  respects  he  should  be. 

We  1 lave  ahvaj' s endeavored  to  cultivate  a taste  for  reading,  and  to  further 
that  end  we  are  purchasing  books  suitable  for  the  children,  and,  in  connec- 
tion Avith  the  eighteen  or  twenty  periodicals  Avhieh^come  to  the  school  b3' 
the  Aveekly  mails,  we  liaA^e  subscribed  for  a daily  paper  and  encourage  the 
boys  to  keep  posted  in  the  current  eA'ents  of  the  day. 

A duly  constituted  lodge  of  Good  Templars  Avas  organized  during  the 
year,  and  seA^eral  of  our  older  pupils  haAm  become  members,  and  no  doulit 
much  good  aauII  result. 

Considerable  of  attention  has  been  given  to  A'oeal  music,  and  all  take  a 
great  interest  in  it  and  liaA'e  made  commendable  progress. 

Physiology  and  Anatoiny  haA'e  been  commenced,  and  all  are  anxious  to 
become  Avell  acquainted  Avith  the  “house  they  Ua'c  in.” 

Not  wishing  to  educate  the  minds  of  these  Avards  of  the  State,  at  the  ex- 
pense of  the  bod}',  much  attention  has  been  paid  to  their  physical  educa- 
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tion.  and  their  quick  elastic  stej).  the  al)sciice  of  round  slundders  and  fat 
chests  prove  the  ellieiency  of  the  inilitary  drill  in  this  ])art  of  the  educatimi 
of  hoys;  while  the  calisthenics  and  gyinnastic  drill  I'r^ves  its  etiicicncy  in 
the  training  of  girls. 


LINCOLN  INSTITUTION.— :\Iiss  Mary  :M’IIexrv, /kVcchr.-,-. . 

The  close  of  another  year  finds  o\ir  institution  steadily  progressing  in  its 
work  of  training  its  pupils  to  fit  them  for  the  great  battle  of  life.  A’e  lun  e 
numbered  one  hundred  and  twenty  steadily  throughout  the  year,  altliougli 
there  have  been  some  changes.  Eighty  have  been  placed  in  good  pcjsitions. 
and  while  lieing  educated  to  business,  liave  still  pjrogressed  very  much  in 
their  book  studies.  Forty  younger  ])Uj)ils  in  the  day  sclnad.  are  giving 
every  satisfaction,  and  can  compare  well  with  any  children  of  their  age.  in 
their  knowledge  of  all  branches  of  an  Eiiglisli  education.  Sixteen  iiave 
been  discharged,  four  returned  to  their  mothers,  .and  the  remaiidng  twelve 
were  discharged  on  order  and  on  age.  E(jurteen  over  sixteen  years  still  remain 
as  boarders.  No  deatiis  have  occurred  since  our  last  report,  all  have  been 
v-ond,erfully  free  from  sickness.  But  while  the  i)upils  have  been  so  blessed, 
we  have  lieen  less  so  among  our  councillors.  Onr  president  and  vice  i)resident 
have  both  been  called  from  their  labors — (jcn.  George  G.  iMeade  and  Chas. 
E.  Lex.  From  the  commencement  of  the  institution  Gen.  7\Ieade  gave  it 
Ids  warmest  support,  and  was  never  too  much  pressed  witli  luisiness  to  find 
time  for  conference  with  the  managers  when  requested.  He  was  always 
present  on  festive  occasions,  and  had  ever  a kind  greeting  for  every  l)oy. 
?tlr.  Lex  also  was  always  alive  to  the  welfare  of  the  pni)ils,  and  earnest  in 
ids  endeavors  to  aid  both  in  their  religions  and  secular  studies.  AVe  miss 
them  both,  sadly,  but  are  thankful  that  we  were  permitted  to  have  their 
counsel  and  sui)i)ort  in  orgaidzing  our  work. 

■•'fhe  Educational  Home  for  Ihjys,”  which  is  to  act  as  a nursery  for  tids 
institution,  is  nearly  finished.  It  Avill  accommodate  one  hundred  and  fifty 
pupils,  and  it  is  pro})osed  to  keep  our  vounger  ones  there  until  thirteen 
years  of  age.  when  tliey  v.  ill  l)e  returned  to  tlie  Lincoln  Institution.  Every 
arrangement  lias  been  made  in  the  new  building  for  the  comfort  and  con- 
venience of  the  cidldi’en.  And  with  the  two  institutions  working  into  eacli 
others  hands,  we  hope  to  do  a larger  and  more  successful  work  in  the  future 
than  even  in  the  jiast. 

The  reiiorts  received  tiiis  last  year  from  the  emploj'ers  of  the  working 
bovs  were  as  satisfactory  as  the  jirevious  ones.  Those  who  have  graduated 
from  us  are  doing  well  as  far  as  we  can  keep  the  run  of  them.  liu’sically 
and  mentally  the  boys  ai'c  steadily  improving,  and  continue  to  retain  the 
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<:oo(I  eliaracter  the}’  have  achieved  in  this  community,  so  that  the  demand 
tor  boys  for  respectable  positions  is  often  greater  than  we  can  supply.  We 
still  continue  the  drill  and  our  drum  corps  has  been  most  highly  commended 
on  several  occasions  when  they  took  part  in  public  celebrations.

Idle  experience  of  the  year  closing  with  our  last  refiort,  furnished  ns  les- 
sons from  which  we  gathered  much  valuable  knowledge  that  aided  ns  in  the 
work  of  the  year  now  closing.  4Ve  have  fully  realized  the  maxim  that 
“expoi’ienco  is  a dear  school  master.”  And  though  we  fully  realize  how 
imiierfect  our  work  has  been,  and  how  far  short  ive  have  come  of  ac- 
complishing what  we,  in  our  more  zealous  moments  desired,  w’e  yet  feel 
confident  that  marked  improvement  and  progress  have  been  attained  in 
every  department  of  our  institution.  This  is  shown  in  the  greater  ease 
with  which  our  school  is  managed,  the  increased  amount  of  lalior  per- 
formed and  its  effectiveness,  and  in  the  marked  and  decided  advancement 
made  in  the  studies  pursued. 

^Vt  no  former  jieriod  have  we  obtained  results  so  satisfactory.  The  very 
fortunate  combination  of  employees  which  we  have  secured,  whether  as 
workers  in  the  school  room,  or  in  the  kitchen,  or  the  farm,  or  at  the  wash- 
tub,  renders  the  w’ork  of  our  institution  not  only  harmonious  but  efficient. 
Our  employees  in  every  department  are  ladies  and  gentlemen,  standing, 
without  exception,  on  a social  equality.  This  does  away  with  the  friction 
nsually  found  under  different  circumstances  and  renders  the  work  both 
])leasant  and  profitable. 

We  have  had  a year  of  uninterrupted  health.  Our  children  are  not  only 
hale  and  hearty,  l)ut  full  of  life  and  joyousness. 

Industrial. — Our  farm  work  has  now'  become  systematized.  It  is  no 
longer  two  hours^  work^  but  instruction  is  given  with  the  labor.  A i)ractical 
farmer  has  this  department  under  his  charge.  lie  makes  w’eekly  reports  of 
work  done  and  the  deportment  of  the  boys.  This  stimulates  them  to  do 
well  in  order  to  keep  a good  record.  We  i)ropose,  to  some  extent,  to  teach 
scientific  practical  farming.  Our  fai’in  crop  is  a fine,  promising  one,  con- 
sisting of  tw'elve  acres  of  potatoes,  ten  acres  of  corn,  ten  acres  of  oats,  six 
acres  of  Inickw  heat,  four  acres  of  sow’ed  corn,  six  acres  of  meadow’,  one  acre 
each  of  beans,  cabbages,  turnips  and  beets,  besides  tomatoes  and  other  gar- 
den vegetables. 

New  Buildings. — The  increasing  demands  of  our  school  rendered  it  neces- 
sary to  erect  a new’  dining  hall  and  kitchen.  The  building  is  sevent}^  feet 
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in  loiigth,  twcnty-eiti'lit  feet  in  width  uiid  two  stories  iii  height.  T his  gives 
ns  three  additional  seliool  rooms  in  the  story  above.  V.  ith  tliese  additions 
and  improvements  made  in  eonsequence.  we  feel  eonfident  that  onr  aeeom- 
modations  will  eonqiare  favorably  with  any  other  in  the  State. 

School  Room  lUn-b. — No  ehange  has  been  made  in  this  department  from 
that  of  last  year.  The  merits  of  our  new  jdan  of  school  work  becomes 
more  evident  the  longer  we  practice  it.  Rv  it  we  obtain  greater  eilicieiicy 
in  tsachin.o;.  much  more  thoroughness  in  understanding  the  branches  and  a. 
much  wider  range  of  studies.  In  every  department  or  grade  three  lessons 
are  given  each  day.  one  in  languag'c.  one  in  mathematics  and  one  in  natural 
science.  Every  pupil  is  thus  atforded  an  opportunity  ot  gaining  a knowd- 
eiige  of  something  else  liesides  the  studies  usually  pursued  in  the  common 
schools.  Aside  from  readers  very  few  books  are  used  in  the  school,  save  in 
the  form  of  references,  as  dictionaries,  encyclopedias  and  histories.  Tnc 
lessons  are  given  orally  by  the  teachers,  outlined  as  tabulated  upon  black- 
boards and  explain  as  they  may  require.  The  study  hour  for  each  lesson 
comes  immediately  ufter  the  recitation.  All  lessons  are  written  out  by  the 
pupils.  ^Vhile  the  subject  matter  of  the  lesson  is  fresh  in  the  minds  of  the 
pupils,  it  is  reproduced  on  paper  with  such  additional  information  or  opin- 
ions as  thev  may  have  or  obtain,  ^fhe  result  ol  this  system  of  teaching  i-; 
very  satisfactory  and  gratifying  to  those  who  have  watched  its  working'-'. 
Another  feature  in  this  plan  is.  that  iiupils  are  not  kept  at  geography  from 
one  year's  end  to  another.  Physiology,  botany,  zoology,  etc.,  alternate 
with  it.  Dike  alterations  take  place  in  the  studies  of  the  departments  t;f 
language  and  matlicmatics. 

Never  before  has  there  been  a healthier  moral  atmosphere  in  our  institu- 
tion. In  no  department  of  life  are  the  results  so  clearly  shown,  arising 
from  the  employment  of  good,  etheient  Christian  laborers,  as  in  (.me  of 
these  schools.  The  work  of  improvement  or  reform,  commenced  under  oim 
employee,  is  seconded  and  pushed  forward  under  every  other  witli  wiioiii 
the  child  comes  in  contact.  The  emph.)yees  in  every  de].)artment  of  z'm- 
school  and  work,  meet  at  a specilied  hour  each  evening  (save  the  farnn  !' 
who  attends  once  a week)  to  review  tiie  labors  of  the  day.  At  those  meet- 
ings the  mistakes,  if  any,  of  the  day  are  noted,  suggestions  for  inqjrove- 
ments  made,  and,  if  in  any  department,  there  is  seemingly  too  much  friction, 
or  the  work  is  inharmonious  or  unprofitable,  such  changes  are  made  as  the 
combined  wisdom  of  all  may  determine.  Ry  this  means  every  employee  is 
posted  as  to  the  general  aim  and  purpose  of  the  work.  Consequently  ail 
pull  together  and  in  the  same  direction.  As  a result  of  this  daily  confer- 
ence of  all,  during  the  jiast  year  not  a blow  has  been  struck  in  our  schoo 
or  elsewhere.  Corporal  punishment  in  any  of  its  forms  is  not  known  with 
us.  Neither  do  we  know  by  experience,  anything  of  the  guard  house  or 
4 Sol.  Orpii 
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i)road  and  water  system.  With  our  children  we  have  found  “a  more  ex 
cel  lent  way.” 

1 cannot  close  thi.s  report  without  again,  in  this  public  manner,  thanking 
tiiosc  wlio  have  so  faithfully  and  zealously  labored  /or  and  loith  us  during 
the  pjjst  year,  and  who,  through  personal  efforts  and  often  at  great  sacrifice, 
have  contributed  so  much  for  the  welfare  and  happiness  of  these  children. 


M’.\LISTERYILLE.— J.  H.  Smith,  Principal. 

'I’he  health  of  the  school  has  been  good  in  general  during  the  past  year, 
but  few  cases  of  protracted  sickness  having  taken  place  during  that  time. 

d'wo  deaths  have  occurred  during  the  year.  One  from  cerebro  spinal 
meningitis,  on  the  seventh  day  of  July,  1812.  The  other  child  of  dlp- 
theria,  after  reaching  her  home  at  M’Yeytown  in  vacation,  1812.  She  was 
unwell  when  she  left  school. 

Ln/u.s/'r/fl/. — This  department  is  conducted  on  plans  similar  to  those  of 
previous  years.  Details  are  changed  weekly,  no  girl  is  allowed  more  than 
one  week  at  tlie  same  work,  except  in  tlie  sewing  room  where  girls  arc 
sometimes  retained  two  and  three  weeks  in  succession.  This  gives  all  a 
chance  in  turn  to  l)ecome  familiar  with  the  various  household  duties.  Many 
of  our  girls  have  l)ecomc  quite  proficient  in  operating  on  the  sewing  ma- 
chine, and  can  do  themselves  and  the  institution  credit  in  all  kinds  of  house 
work,  fancy  needle-work,  crocheting,  etc.  Some  of  the  boys  have  been 
tauglit  broom  making  in  addition  to  the  work  on  the  truck  farm,  attending 
stock  and  the  usual  out-door  work  around  the  establishment. 

Progre.^n  in  Hludie^. — A number  of  pupils,  have  made  good  progress  dur- 
ing the  year.  Although  there  have  been  but  few  cases  of  very  rapid  mental 
de^'clol)ment,  yet  the  advancement  has  been  for  the  most  part  rather  gene- 
ral and  uniform.  Several  of  the  pupils  who  have  gone  out  at  sixteen  years  of 
age  during  the  ])ast  year,  are  amply  qualified  to  teach  in  our  common  schools, 
and  will  no  doubt,  witli  a little  more  experience,  and  at  the  proper  age,  be- 
come etlicient  instructors.  One  of  these  is  jmrsuing  her  studies  at  the  State 
Normal  school  at  Rloomsburg. 

Si.rteeners. — In  looking  over  this  list,  now  numbering  two  hundred  and 
eight,  it  is  encouraging  to  see  so  many  doing  well.  A very  large  pro])or- 
lion  of  the  boys,  and  some  of  the  girls,  are  learning  trades.  This  is  a fea- 
ture we  are  constantly  encouraging,  as  Ave  think  CA'ery  young  man  who  does 
not  study  for  some  profession  should  have  a trade. 

Heading  3Iatfer. — The  children  liar’e,  in  addition  to  the  library,  the  advan- 
tages of  one  daily  and  fifteen  weekly  papers  and  fiA’C  monthlies.  These  are 
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all  ‘jood  selections,  treating-  upon  moral,  religious  ami  educational  sub- 
lets and  the  current  news  of  the  day. 

Moral  and  Religious  Training. — This  consists  of  daily  devotional  exer- 
cises, such  as  the  reading  of  Scriptures,  singing  and  prayer,  and  occasional 
siiort  lectures  on  moral  subjects.  The  Sabbath  school  and  occasionally  a 
sermon  in  the  school  room  also  aid  in  this  work.  The  children  are  taken 
to  church  frequently,  where  both  tlie  Lutheran  and  Presl)yterian  congrega- 
tions have  been  kind  enough  to  set  seats  apart  for  the  special  benefit  of  the 
boys  and  girls.  The  effects  of  these  wholesome  influences  are  seen  in  the 
Ihct  that  Ave  know  of  but  few  boys  and  girls,  of  the  large  nund)er  that  have 
gone  out,  Avho  are  not  doing  Avell.  Indeed,  Ave  hear  it  remarked  quite  fre- 
({uently  that  they  are  doing  remarkably  Avell  and  are  generally  well  be- 
haved. 


MERCER. — J.  (f.  WiUTK.  Rropriefor. 

W'e  most  respectfully  submit  the  fulloAving  report  for  the  year  ending  May 
dl.  1873.  The  numlter  of  pupils  has  averaged  something  over  tAvo  hundred. 
W'e  haA'e  liad  no  sickness  during  the  last  tAvo  years.  The  school  has  made 
very  satisfactory  jArogress  in  most  respects  during  the  year,  d’he  classes 
leave  accomplished  all  contemplated  Ipv  the  course  of  studies  established  by 
vour  honorable  Department.  The  motto  of  our  teachers  has  been -‘Do 
vour  Avork  thoroughly,”  and  tlie  result  lias  been  a substantial  mental  groAvth 
on  the  part  of  tlie  children. 

Our  industrial  department  is  in  tolerably  satisfactory  condition,  d'he 
girls,  as  they  arri\'e  at  the  age  of  sixteen,  are  generally  able  to  do  house- 
work and  all  kinds  of  common  scAving,  etc.  The  labor  of  our  boys  is  not 
snlficiently  diversified,  being  chiefly  employed  on  the  farm.  We  have  en- 
iJcavored  to  teach  the  boys  shoe-making  and  mending,  but  with  no  great 
degree  of  success.  Arrangements  have  bemi  made  to  add  broom-making  to 
our  industrial  department  for  the  next  year.  AVe  produced  on  the  school 
farm  this  year,  about  tAventy-five  hundred  bushels  of  potatoe.s — a meagre 
yield  for  the  number  of  acres  (ten)  under  cultivation,  also  about  six  thou- 
sand heads  of  cabbage,  Iavo  hundred  bushels  of  turnijis,  besides  beets  and 
other  roots  sufficient  to  supply  the  school  during  the  Avinter.  also  consider- 
a!)le  quantities  of  beans,  peas,  tomatoes,  SAveet  corn,  Ac. 

We  employ  five  teachers,  including  the  principal.  Prof.  Wm.  Rogle,  a 
teacher  of  great  experience  and  learning,  has  filled  the  position  of  principal 
for  two  years.  Miss  Mary  White,  Miss  Annie  AVilliamson  and  Miss  Leech, 
teachers  of  the  intermediate  department,  have  been  in  connection  with  the 
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school  for  a number  of  3'ears  and  have  proved  veiy  eliicieut.  The  primarj" 
department  is  presided  over  b}'  Mrs.  Bogle,  wife  of  the  principal.  I would 
rejoice  to  see  all  our  ])rimarv  schools  under  the  control  of  such  teachers. 

iMrs.  Oalbraith,  our  most  excellent  matron,  has  been  with  us  for  over 
tiiree  3-ears,  and  under  her  care  we  feel  that  the  morale  of  the  institution  is 
in  good  condition.  Our  other  emplo3-ees,  some  twelve  in  number,  have 
proved  veiy  efficient  during  tlie  past  vear. 

To  our  teachers,  matron,  local  manager,  Mr.  C.  H.  White,  and  other  em- 
plovees.  we  are  chietlv  indebted  for  whatever  of  success  wo  have  attained. 


MOUNT  JOY. — Jesse  Kenxedv,  Principal. 

Tne  progress  made  by  the  school  during  the  past  3’ear  lias  been  marked 
and  gratifying.  The  general  health  of  those  connected  with  the  institu- 
tion has  been  rcmarkalile ; cases  of  sickness  being  few  and  far  between, 
with  not  a death  to  record. 

iluilding^. — A description  of  these  was  given  in  a former  report,  and  to 
recapitulate  is  not  necessary  or  advisable. 

Situalion. — Ease  of  access,  and  thi*  admirable  surroundings  have  lent  a 
ciiarm  to  the  institution,  enjoyed  not  onl3'  113"  those  connected  therewith, 
but  by  the  numerous  yisitors  who  cheered  us  witli  their  presence  during 
the  year. 

Improvements. — Numerous  improvements  have  been  made  at  a cost  of 
about  $2,000.  Excellent  patented  heaters  have  been  placed  in  the  insti- 
tution, which  arc  used  when  necessary,  to  render  warm  the  entire  building. 
'I'he  boys’  ]ilay  room  has  been  refitted,  and  the  girls’  pla3'  room,  the  laundry 
and  the  recitation  room  hayc  been  enlarged.  In  addition  to  other  improve- 
ments a carriage  liouse  has  been  erected  on  the  grounds. 

Sanitary. — In  regard  to  h3'giene.  a strict  observance  of  well-founded 
■rules  for  the  promotion  of  health  is  observed.  All  food  is  of  a good  and 
substantial  character  and  regularly  provided ; and  due  care  is  given  to  the 
proper  admixture  of  mental  and  physical  recreation  with  study  and  work. 

[jivinq  Accommodations. — The  institution  is  well  adapted  to  the  purposes 
designed,  enabling  us  to  arrange  the  sleeping  apartments  in  a most  satisfac- 
tory manner,  to  set  apart  the  other  rooms  to  their  proper  uses,  and  to  give 
a daih'  practical  lesson  of  “a  ]ilace  for  eveiytliing,  and  everything  in  its 
place.” 

School  Accommodations.— tYtiasc  are  superior,  and  assist  both  teachers 
and  scholars  to  discharge  their  respective  duties  with  an  ease,  comfort  and 
eatisfaction  to  be  attained  in  no  other  ^^ay. 
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Clothing. — The  scholars  are  ;iJl  well  and  comfortably  clad,  with  due  n- 
gaixi  to  change  of  season.  The  annual  appropriations  made  In'  the  Com- 
monwealth for  this  purpose  have  deen  found  to  be  amply  sufficient  to  sup- 
ply every  scholar  with  what  is  necessary  to  comfort,  cleanliness  and  neatnesb 
in  wearing  apparel. 

The  studies  were  about  the  same  as  last  year,  with  the  addition  of  Latin. 
In  this  branch  of  the  classics,  commendable  progress  was  made  by  the  stu- 
dents. Taking  all  the  studies  of  the  school  as  a whole,  there  was  a decidctl 
improvement  over  any  former  year. 

Deportment. — The  scholars  are  uniformly  civil  and  courteous.  iMuch 
pains  have  been  taken  to  lead  them  along  in  the  path  of  rectitude;  and  the 
faculty  have  yet  to  note  a single  glaring  departure  from  strict  proi)riety  on 
the  part  of  any  scholar  who  has  been  in  the  school  sufficiently  long  to  lan  e 
learned  our  established  rules  iu  this  -respect. 

Social  Culture. — Care  has  been  taken  that  this  important  feature  should 
not  be  neglected,  and  both  sexes  have  had  ample  opportunity  to  improva 
socially,  that  when  it  becomes  necessary  to  success  in  practical  life,  socia- 
bility, in  its  true  sense,  will  not  have  to  be  acquired. 

Physical  Culture. — The  males  have  regular  seasons  for  out-door  exercise, 
and  plenty  of  it.  In  military  tactics,  they  are  very  ])roficient,  and  credit- 
able progress  has  been  made  in  the  manual  of  arms.  In  field  evolutioim, 
their  steadiness,  precision  and  perfection  of  movement  would  do  credit  to 
a battalion  of  veterans. 

The  females  are  not  over-looked,  and  in  addition  to  the  physical  exercise 
necessarily  connected  with  well  regulated  iiouseliold  duties,  when  thu 
weather  permits,  much  out  door  exercise  is  giA'cn. 

Moral. — The  moral  tone  of  the  school  far  excelled  that  of  any  previous 
year.  A deep  religious  feeling  prevailed,  and  so  uniformly,  that  tlie  uMiaJ 
precautionary  steps  looking  to  strict  discipline,  were  almost  wholly  uinu'- 
cessary.  The  influence  of  this  marked  improvement  was  not  confined  to  tliw 
institution,  but  spread  throughout  the  community.  ;rnd  extemlcd  even  to 
the  homes  of  the  scholars.  Due  care  was  taken  to  asoid  the  inculcation 
of  doctrinal  belief,  thus  leaving  them  free  in  tliis  regard  to  make  their  ovru 
choice  when  they  leave  the  school  finally. 

Dismissions. — The  roll  of  those  who  have  been  discharged  from  ihu 
school,  by  reason  of  reaching  the  prescribed  age  of  sixteen  years,  has  been 
further  lengthened  by  the  addition  of  thirty-five  nanu'S.  In  every  instance 
they  are  following  honorable  callings,  and  in  most  cases  witii  bright  pros- 
j)ect.s  of  rising  much  higher  in  life’s  purest  and  noble.st  juirsuits. 
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[’HlLLIl^SBURG— W.  G.  Taylou,  Frinci]^!. 

Flii/sicallif. — 'Phe  children  liave  had  the  most  extraordinary  health.  Not 
a single  case  in  the  hospital  during  the  entire  year  from  Kickyiess.  From 
the  close  of  vacation  till  tlie  close  of  the  year,  we  had  not  a single  case  of 
itch,  school-sore  eyes,  fever  or  any  contagious  disease  whatever.  The  chil- 
dren have  grown  remarkably  in  height,  weight,  strength  and  general  physi- 
cal health.  Every  cheek  blooms  with  the  rose.  I do  not  believe  you  could 
go  into  any  community  in  the  world,  and  take  the  children  as  they  come, 
and  tind  a parallel  physicall}'.  jVII  discharged  on  age,  boys  and  girls,  were 
in  the  perfection  of  health. 

[ntellectually. — Last  year  having  discharged  so  man}-  of  those  in  our 
liigher  grades  and  received  those  in  lower  grades,  we  were  much  discour- 
aged the  lirst  part  of  the  year,  but  we  gave  extra  attention  to  our  lowei' 
grades,  and  they  have  gone  in  advance  of  those  of  any  preceding  years. 
The  average  of  our  whole  school  in  class  liook  93i  and  examination  95-i-  is 
lugher  than  that  of  an}-  preceding  year.  If  we  are  to  make  scholars,  we 
want  to  commence  with  the  child  early,  and  be  thorough  from  the  start.. 
At  our  late  examination  we  were  greatly  encouraged  by  the  remark  of  a 
distinguished  educator,  Prof.  Curry,  Assistant  Superintendent.  He  said  ‘‘1 
hav(‘  visited  many  schools  in  my  long  experience  as  a teacher,  and  this 
school  compares  favorably  with  any  I ever  visited,  and  the  order  and  dis- 
cipline every  where  apparent  gives  evidence  of  the  best  culture  and  care.” 

fnduKb-iallij. — Last  year  took  so  many  of  our  trained  children  that  were 
leaders  in  industry  that  Ave  had  to  double  our  diligence  and  employ  more 
extra  skilled  help.  Idiere  has  not  been  a single  girl  discharged  this  last 
year  but  Avhat  could  bake  good  bread,  i^ies,  cakes,  etc.,  and  cook,  Avash 
and  iron  Avell.  they  could  all  run  the  sewing  machine,  and  eA-ery  one  of  them 
made  their  oavu  tVeedom  suit,  (merino  dress,  l)asque  and  overskii’t)  the  mak- 
ing, from  the  amount  of  Avork,  worth  from  live  to  eight  dollars.  Some  of 
our  girls  made  uniform  trowsers  this  last  Avinter,  under  an  experienced  t.ai- 
lor.  that  no  man  Avoidd  be  ashamed  to  Avear  anyAvhere. 

Our  l)oys  havt;  lieen  engaged  in  farming,  gardening,  taking  care  of  cattle, 
■•('pairing,  and  assisting  systematically  in  the  various  duties  that  the  house 
i’e(|uire.  changing  their  Avork  C'A'ery  month.  As  a consequence  of  this  in- 
(iustrial  training,  our  report  shows  boys  and  girls  discharged  on  age  the 
last  year,  all  engaged  in  some  form  of  industry  abroad,  or  at  home  assist- 
ing their  mother.  Prof.  Curry  said  at  the  examination  “I  am  remarkably 
pleased  Avith  the  system  of  industrial  training  I see  and  understand  is  given 
here.”  And  yet  this  industry  does  not  interfere  with,  but  promotes  their 
inftellectual  jmogress.  and  ph3-sical  standard  of  these  children. 
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Deportment. — This  has  been  good,  there  has  lieen  a steady  ert'ort  to  (w- 
quu'e  self-discipline,  the  school  voted  unanimously  that  they  would  nut 
have  the  rules  relaxed;  about  a dozen  said  that  it  was  very  hard  work  to 
acquire  self-control,  but  still  they  did  not  want  the  rules  changed.  The 
importance  of  a good  character,  and  good  principles  is  constantly  kept 
before  their  minds,  and  illustrated  by  the  success  of  such  persons. 

I have  never  seen  150  children  so  thoroughly  under  control,  in  public,  as 
our  orphans  are,  and  this  is  the  testimony  of  many  others.  They  carry 
this  control  with  them  out  into  the  world. 

Religious. — We  improve,  to  the  best  of  our  ability,  every  (opportunity, 
for  the  religious  training  of  these  children.  1st.  tVe  try  to  set  them  an 
example,  and  have  all  in  our  employment  do  so.  2d.  At'e  will  not  tolerat(‘ 
anj-  irreligious,  or  vicious  or  low  practices.  .Sd.  AVe  try  daily  to  make 
them  intelligent  in  regard  to  Bible  truth,  and  base  any  remarks  at  lamily 
worship  on  the  practical  truth  of  the  lesson  road;  and  require  them  every 
Sabbath  to  read  the  Scripture  for  themselves.  4th.  AVe  talk  to  them  famil- 
iarly as  we  meet  them  alone  on  the  grounds,  or  about  the  house,  about  )'e- 
ligion.  5th.  If  thej'  get  into  troulile  avo  show  them  from  the  Bible  they 
have  done  wrong.  Gth.  If  we  require  any  course  of  conduct  we  shoAv  them 
it  is  because  the  Bible  requires  it  and  quote  the  A'crse.  Ith.  AVe  give  the 
younger  a rcAvard  for  every  150  verses  of  Scripture  they  memorize,  and  tlu' 
older  a reAvard  for  800  A'erses.  8th.  AA'e  Iuia’c  Sabbath  school  CA'ery  Sab- 
bath morning,  and  preaching  eA'ery  Sabbath  afternoon.  0th.  AVe  try  by 
variety'  to  make  them  feel  that  the  Sal)bath  is  the  best  day  of  the  Aveek. 
and  that  it  is  their  duty  to  sanctify  it.  10th.  AA'e  try  to  impress  upon  their 
minds  that  God  especially  faA'or  the  good,  and  punishes  tin*  Avicked  ca'cii 
here.  In  all  discipline  avo  try  to  make  them  feel  that  it  is  not  inliicted  l)(‘- 
cause  Ave  wish  to  do  it,  l)ut  because  God  and  the  State  rc(]uires  obedience 
to  the  right  and  good.  AA  ith  us  God  has  hig-hlA'  blessed  these  means.  tiA 
the  moral  and  spiritual  good  of  the  children,  and  ourselves  and  all  cou- 
cerned. 

Clothing. — AA'e  think  Ave  can  say  there  are  but  few  in  die  middle  Avalks  of 
life  that  are  more  comfortably  and  tastefully  clad  than  our  orjihans.  On 
Decoration  day,  and  other  public  occasions,  their  clothing  called  forth  the 
most  flattering  remarks.  Our  lioys  look  Avell  in  their  ucav  uniform,  dark 
blue  jackets  and  dark  grey  troAvsers,  and  the  girls  look  Avell  in  theii- 
Japanese  reversible,  and  in  their  London  plaid,  and  their  vine  coloiaal 
mohair  poplin. 

Buildings. — Are  all  in  good  coiulition.  Tiie  new  building  occiijiicd 
Decembei,  18(2,  is  84  by  44  teet,  lour  stories  high.  handsomelA"  furiii-hed 
and  carpeted.  This  makes  the  buildings  facing  Factory  street  114  li-et 
front,  and  the  buildings  facing  Hanover  street,  (most  of  Avhich  are  new.) 
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111  feet.  Tlie  buildings  now  in  course  of  erection  arc  a school  room  44  by 
2Y  feet,  ceiling  14  feet  high,  new  chapel  44  by  21  feet,  12  feet  ceiling;  boys 
hall  41  by  24  feet. 


.SOLDIERS’  ORPHAN  INSTITUTE.— Dr.  and  Mks.  Haksuberger, 

P7'incipaL'<. 

Sanila)-)/. — AVe  have  had  no  serious  illness  in  the  school  during  the  cur- 
rent year,  iior  contagion  of  any  kind.  A.  merciful  Providence  has  preserved 
us  1rom  the  liand  of  the  destroyei',  no  death  liaving  occuri-ed. 

The  pupils  have  all  a healthful  and  muscular  ap])earance,  the  result  of 
good  and  wholesome  food,  and  plenty  of  exercise  in  the  open  air. 

Heci'eation  and  Aniuseinent^. — AVe,  as  a scliool,  enjoy  many  privileges 
which  afford  our  pupils  an  opportunity  to  gain  a fund  of  general  informa- 
tion. Some  of  which  are : A yearly  excursion  of  our  school  to  Atlantic 
fdty,  whei’c  we  are  treated  to  the  luxuries  of  tlic  season,  and  through  the 
Idndness  of  the  citizens  the  pupils  are  taken  in  carilages  along  the  beach 
and  througli  the  Git\',  affording  them  a view  of  the  surrounding  country, 
ami  of  the  ships  sailing  upon  the  mighty  deep,  sea-birds,  the  light-house, 
and  tl’.e  vast  sandy  waste — all  sulgects  for  admiration,  and  expansion  of 
juind. 

The  visit  of  our  boys  and  girls  to  the  State  Capital,  at  the  Governor’s 
inauguration,  is  an  era  in  this  year’s  history  never  to  be  forgotten.  All 
places  of  note  in  Philadeli)liia,  such  as  tlie  State  House,  United  State.s 
Alint,  Academy  of  Natural  Science,  prominent  })rinting  establishments, 
etc.,  have  been  visited  by  our  scholars,  under  the  care  of  a teacher,  who 
explained  to  them  what  they  did  not  before  understand.  Select  concerts, 
panoramas  of  the  Holy  Land,  Life  of  Christ,  Pilgrim’s  Progress,  and  other 
(‘utertainments  of  an  instructive  and  moral  character  have  been  attended 
l\v  the  chddren.  Home  amusements  consist  of  running,  leaping,  ball  play- 
ing, swinging,  croquet,  etc. 

EducalionaL — In  this  department  earnest  faitliful  work  has  been  telling 
u[)on  the  plastic  minds  of  childhood  and  youth.  Our  instructors  endeavor 
to  impart  instruction  with  freshness  and  interest,  adapting  their  teaching 
to  the  several  capacities  of  their  i)upils,  encouraging  the  diffident  and  slug- 
giL-ih,  iN'straiidng  the  froward,  rousing  the  listless  and  careless  to  unwonted 
interest  and  energy ; thus  studying  to  enlarge  their  sphere  of  thought,  in- 
telligence and  usefulness.  Four  of  our  pupils  are  preparing  to  teach. 
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Miscellai^eous. — Our  buildings  are  in  excellent  repair,  and  in  good  coii- 
dition.  The  majority  of  the  rooms  have  been  newly  p)ainted  during  the 
vear.  The  children  have  an  abundance  of  summer  and  winter  clothing 
made  up  in  a neat  and  tasteful  style.  The  industrial  department  is  work- 
ing admirably.  In  time  we  hope  to  see  our  girls  eapa1)le  of  performing  all 
kinds  of  housework.  The  boys  of  advanced  age  liaA'e  an  opportunity  ot 
learning  the  best  trades  before  leaving  the  institution  ; thereby  the}'  can 
become  self-sustaining  at  the  age  of  sixteen.  Ouite  an  i)iterest  is  felt  in 
our  school  conceming  the  approach  of  the  Centennial  Exposition.  Our 
boys  and  girls  are  enthusiastic  i>atriots,  believing  in  “American  Ideas." 

Religious. — We  live  in  a (Christian  land.  It  is  our  glory  that  we  Iuiac 
descended  from  an  ancestry  that  feared  and  reverenced  God.  All  that  we 
are  and  all  that  Ave  hope  to  be,  depends  upon  the  life-giving  truths  of  re- 
ligion. IIoAA'  carefully  then  should  these  truths  l)e  impressed  upon  the 
minds  of  the  dear  ones  committed  for  a time  to  our  care.  The  Scriptures 
are  made  a daily  study.  The  House  of  God  and  the  Sabbath  school  arc 
regularly  attended  by  the  pupils.  This  Avinter  we  were  Ausited  by  the  spirit 
of  God,  and  many  came  out  on  the  Lord's  side. 


TITUSVILLE. — Gordox  S.  Berry.  Principal. 

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  remarkable  trial  in  the  financial  affairs  of 
this  school.  But  for  the  generous,  and  I may  add,  politic  forbearance  of 
creditors,  it  must  long  ere  this  liaA'e  ceased  to  exist;  so  also  but  for  the 
liberality  of  sympathizing  and  public  spirited  people  of  TitusA'ille  and 
vicinity,  who  have  contributed  of  their  wealth  to  its  support. 

Charitable  Donations. — Hon.  EdAvard  H.  Chase  and  Dr.  Walter  B. 
Roberts,  of  TitusAulle,  the  latter  then  Mayor,  Avho  AA'ere  i)resent  at,  and 
greatly  pleased  with  the  results  of,  the  examination  in  July,  18T'2,  were 
much  moA'ed  by  the  CA'ident  inadecpiacy  of  patronage  to  the  Avork  being 
done  in  the  school  and  the  expenses  consequent  thereon.  Learning  that 
work  on  a basement  just  excavated,  under  the  principal  building,  had  been 
suspended  for  want  of  funds  to  complete  it,  they  headed,  and  Judge  Chase 
circulated  a subscription  among  their  felloAA’-citizens,  by  Avhich  oA’cr  §1,200 
was  raised,  and  applied  during  the  fall  to  the  building  of  a stone  Avail 
tweh'e  feet  high  and  aA'eraging  lavo  feet  in  thickness,  under  three  sides  of, 
and  giving  a good  foundation  to  said  building ; so  far  enclosing  a base- 
ment which  will  finish  ten  feet  in  height  40  by  120  feet,  dry  and  light  on  all 
sides.  It  has  long  been  in  contemplation  to  finish  this  into  a 40  by  CO  scliool 
dining  room,  and  into  other  smaller  rooms  for  the  increased  coiiA’cnience 
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of  the  help  and  the  pupils.  "Idiis,  however,  must  be  deferred  until  the  con- 
dition of  the  scliool  fiuaiices  is  changed  for  the  better. 

In  tlic  month  of  Noveml)er,  1872,  Col.  Wm.  Phillij)S,  President,  at 
the  solicitation  of  friends  of  the  school,  leading  business  men  of  our  city, 
promised  free  transportation  over  the  Oil  Creek  and  Allegheny  Valley 
railroad  to  Titusville  for  twenty  ears  of  coal.  J.  J.  Lawrence,  Esq.,  Gen- 
eral Superintendent  of  said  road,  has  so  far  honored  all  requisitions  there- 
under, and  to  this  date  has  passed  free  thirteen  ten-ton  cars. 

On  tlie  morning  of  Sunday,  Decemlier  1,  a fire  broke  out  at  1 A.  M.  in 
the  west  end  of  a building  20  by  100  feet,  used  as  a bakery,  kitchen,  pantries 
and  dining  room.  higli  west  wind  prevailed,  and  before  the  fire  was  dis- 
covered it  had  spread  so  far  that  nothing  could  be  saved  of  the  building  or 
its  contents.  All  the  groceries,  crockeiy,  furniture,  table  ware,  stoves  and 
cooking  utensils,  togetlier  with  potatoes  and  vegetables  in  large  quantities 
filling  adjoining  store  rooms,  were  wholly  consumed.  Three  thousand 
dollai’S  would  not  cover  the  loss. 

Notwithstanding  this  sudden  and  entire  destruction  of  everything  on 
hand  to  cat,  or  to  eat  or  cook  witli,  tlie  children  lost  but  one  meal.  The 
school  laundry  and  ironing  rooms  were  thrown  together  by  removal  of 
jiartitions,  stoves,  kitchen  and  table  ware,  dining-room  furniture  and  pro- 
visions were  supplied  so  promptly  that  at  12  IM.  the  school  was  served 
with  a cold  luiudi,  and  at  4 P.  M.  with  a warm  dinner.  The  usual  school 
exercises  w'cre  never,  in  consequence,  a moment  interrupted.  An  appeal 
to  the  public  for  pecuniary  aid,  as  essential  to  the  further  existence  of  the 
school,  was  made  by  tlie  press  of  the  city  and  of  this  and  neighboring 
counties.  Without  other  request  or  notice,  contributions  in  cash  and  re- 
leases in  whole  or  in  part  of  existing  demands  for  school  debts,  were  made 
to  an  aggregate  exceeding  $1,800. 

1 n response  to  personal  solicitation,  introduced  by  letters  from  leading 
citizens  of  Titusville,  dealers  doing  business  in  other  parts  of  the  oil  region 
contribute!!  nine  cars  of  coal,  in  value  about  $250,  and  other  contributions 
in  kind,  received  in  Titusville,  were  worth  $200  in  that  exigency.  Detailed 
statements  of  these  recei[)ts  are  given  in  a supplement  to  this  report. 

'I'he  accommodations  afforded  ly  this  school  are  believed  to  surpass  in 
extent  these  of  any  other.  Dimensions  of  rooms  arc  given  in  the  supple- 
ment, to  facilitate  comparisons.  It  will  there  appear  to  have  an  average 
of  about  35  squarc.feet  of  dormitory  floor,  and  over  430  cubic  feet  of  dor- 
mitory space  to  each  175  pupils;  and  the  school  has  rarely  in  its  history 
liad  this  number  present.  These  dormitories  would  afford  more  than  20 
square  feet  of  floor  and  250  cubic  feet  of  space  to  each  of  300  pupils,  if  re- 
(piired  to  accommodate  that  number. 
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In  the  spacious  infirmary  rooms,  an  (‘xjierienced  nurse  attends  day  and 
night.  She  has  at  hand  a well  selected  stock  of  medicines,  and  the  ])las- 
ters  and  bandages  common  in  surgery.  The  best  medical  skill  is  regularly 
employed. 

Sitting  rooms  and  oliice  for  the  principal  and  family  occupy  with  halls  hO 
by  40  feet  front  of  first  floor,  and  the  matron  has  an  ojiposite  front  corner 
18  by  20.  Separate  sitting  rooms  for  teachers  of  each  sex  at  either  end  of 
the  school  room,  each  with  two  bed  rooms  communicating,  a chamber  set 
apart  for  visitors,  and  a second  floor  parlor  and  beel  room  for  a married 
preceptor,  are  all  in  the  principal  building;  besides  the  girls  dormitory 
and  sitting  room,  recitation  rooms  and  general  study  hall.  This  last,  in 
the  second  story,  is  the  crowning  glory  of  the  edilice.  On  its  main  floor 
40  by  TO  feet  extending  in  a gallery  across  one  cud  to  the  entrance  length  of 
T.5  feet,  it  rises,  in  the  centre,  2Gi  feet,  to  the  roof,  and  is  lighted  by  five 
by  8 feet  balanced  windows  on  each  side,  and  t hree  sky-lights  of  the  same 
size  as  the  windows  on  each  side  of  the  roof. 

Ventilation  is  j)rovided  for  every  room,  througlr  holhjw  walls  and  roof, 
to  a ridge  ventilator  the  length  of  the  house. 

The  study  hall  is  furnished  with  chestnut  and  cherry  desks  for  over  200 
pupils,  a [flatform  8 by  30  feet,  and  16  inches  high,  table,  chairs,  iiiano,  pro- 
gramme clock,  bells,  recitation  benches,  black-boards  and  maps,  'fhe  walls 
are  decorated  with  engraving,  large  illuminated  mottoes  and  national  flags. 
Four  recitation  rooms,  on  tne  same  floor,  cajmmunicate  directly  with  the 
main  room  and  two  others  are  reached  by  separate  flights  of  stairs  from  the 
main  room. 

Study  rooms,  20  by  40  feet,  and  less  than  ten  feet  high,  have  been  made  to 
accommodate  schools  of  more  than  two  hundred  soldiers’ orphans.  This,  if 
fdled  with  six  hundred,  would  give  more  surface  and  two  and  a half  times 
t he  cubic  feet  afforded  by  the  other. 

Water,  [)ure,  cold,  soft  and  unfailing,  rises  in  s[)rings  on  the  premises  ; 
and  the  buildings  and  grounds,  witliout  reaching  extreme  heights,  give  a 
commanding  view. 

'fhe  table  is  so  kejit,  that  helj),  teachers.  })roj)rietor’s  family  and  visitors, 
sit  to  cat  with,  and  share  the  food  of  the  children.  INIeat  every  day,  fresh 
except  Avhen  a change  is  desired.  Fish  often  bm  breakfast  (u-  supper  ; cof- 
fee. tea,  syru]),  milk,  sugar  and  butter  every  day.  fruit  usually  and  alter- 
nating with  corn  or  oat  meal  mush,  rice,  hominy  or  pearl  liarley,  no  one  of 
such  alternates  oftener  than  (me  or  two  meals  in  a Aveck  with  corn  and  vege- 
tables given  in  their  season,  or  canned  or  dried  fc.rnish  agreeable  variety. 
No  child,  at  the  table,  knows  other  limit  in  the  use  of  food  than  his  otvn 
appetite  or  judgmennt.  There  is  no  grasping  for  food,  no  attempt  to 
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secrete  choice  morsels  to  eat  out  of  doors,  no  appearance  of  greed  and  no 
apprehension  of  leaving  the  table  nnsatisfied. 

Tiic  clothing  of  the  pupils,  so  far  as  supplied  by  the  State,  including 
caps,  boots  and  shoes,  'vvith  the  exception  of  a single  outlit  of  slioes,  have 
been  inanufacturod  in  tlie  institution.  Three  scAving  A\'onie:ii  are  almost 
constantly  employed.  The  State  prices  for  making  clothing  are  too  low 
for  good  Avork,  and  as  no  other  is  accepted  here,  the  sewing  room  usually 
earns  about  enough  to  pay  the  cash  Avages  of  the  seamstresses,  leaving  their 
board  a private  tax.  This  amounts  to  a direct  contribution  to  the  cloth- 
ing fund  of  tlie  children.  Tlie  advantage  to  the  lAupils  detailed  to  Avork  in 
the  scAving  room,  from  tlie  instruction  there  liad,  is  so  marked  and  A'alua- 
ble,  and  tlie  Avearing  (Qualities,  set  and  general  appearance  of  the  children 
so  obviously  improvetl,  that  such  Avork  Avill  not  for  the  present,  at  least, 
be  put  out  to  be  made  uji  by  the  job. 

The  instruction  afforded  in  this  school  has  been  of  a superior  character 
from  its  A'ory  commencement,  as  its  recorded  lists  of  experienced  and  well 
qualified  teachers  for  the  Avholo  time  sIioav.  During  the  pa,st  Amar,  nine 
different  teachers  luive  been  under  employment,  not  less  than  fivm  constantly 
on  duty,  and  nearly  the  Avhole  time  six.  Of  those  remaining  at  the  close 
of  the  school  year,  five  were  college  or  Normal  school  graduates,  and  the 
sixth  a professional  teacher,  Avith  a jiermanent  State  certificate  of  scA^eral 
years’  standing;  and  all  of  them  teachers  of  unusual  tact,  talent,  or  expe- 
rience. They  Avere  paid  during  the  j’ear  an  aggregate  of  $3,000  cash,  be- 
sides board,  suit  of  furnished  rooms,  fuel,  lights  and  Avashing  ; and  this  Avas 
the  cheapest  year  for  teacliers’  expenses  since  the  first,  in  the  history  of  the 
school.  Indeed,  the  management  has  been  more  ojieii  to  the  charge  of  ex- 
traA'agance  in  this,  than  in  any  other  particular. 

During  tlie  first  years  of  its  existence,  promises  of  immediate  aid,  by 
large  increase  of  numbers,  Avere  relied  on  to  justify  unusual  expenses,  madu 
with  a view  to  place  the  school  on  an  unequalled  grade  of  merit  and  use- 
fulness ; and  though  still  suflering  from  this  hojie  deferretl,”  it  has  been 
hard  to  relinciuish  an  ambition  to  excel  in  this  direction,  and  difficult  to 
reduce  such  expenses  Avithont  lowering  the  tone  of  instruction  and  disa.p- 
pointing  prospects  of  promising  pupils.  It  is  belicA’ed  now  that  past  ex- 
perience and  careful  planning  for  the  future  Avill  AVork  a material  saving  in 
tliese  matters,  Avhile  maintaining  at  its  best  the  high  repute  of  the  institu- 
tion for  the  experience,  ability  and  success  of  its  employed  corps  of 
instructors. 

A large  number  of  “sixteeners”  liaTC  had  their  situations  in  life  sensi- 
bly improA'ed  by  that  development  and  thorough  training  which  has  hera 
fitted  them  for  eigher  pursuits.  Kept  Avith  teachers  of  extended  and  A'arietl 
culture,  the  brightest  pupil  has  never  been  able  to  measure  himself  with 
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his  preceptor  to  his  own  advantaije.  In  sonn'  instances  this  has  been  done 
.at  no  ordinai'v  expense.  One  boy  discharged  on  age  in  the  jiast  year,  was 
for  two  years  ahead  of  all  coiniietitovs  in  the  school,  constituting,  tor  most 
of  that  time,  a grade  l)y  himself.  His  teaching  for  that  time  cost  tar  more 
t ban  the  amount  received  foi’  education,  maintenance  and  clothing;  and 
his  attainments  in  all  the  branches  here  taught,  including  natural  science, 
mathematics  and  book-keeping,  were  (p.iite  as  high  as  are  usually  recpuirtHl 
of  graduates  from  our  Iiest  high  schools.  The  fall  term  will  find  one  of 
our  classes  very  far  advanced,  the  " 8th  grade,  R,”  with  only  two  pupils. 
One  has  aliout  three  moitths.  the  other  nearly  three,  j'cars  to  stay. 

It  is  respectfully  suggested  that  some  plan  be  adojjted  tf)  lessen  the  ex- 
pense to  all  schools  of  such  advanced  instruction.  (Jne  way  seems  to  Ix) 
the  forming  of  a class  in  one  <,)r  more  schools,  enough  to  include  all  such 
cases,  by  transfers  from  other  institutions ; and  trying  wliat  such  associa 
tion  would  do  for  them.  No  doulit  the  incentive  thus  otfered  would  im- 
l)rove  all  tlie  schools,  while  the  ]iicked  ])U])ils  thus  thrown  together  would 
make  rapid  and  thorough  ])rogress,  and  fully  imi)rove  their  remaining  time, 
without  increase  of  expenses  to  the  State.  They  could  practice  teaching 
in  the  schools  they  wmre  attending,  as  well  as  studj^  it  theoretically,  and 
might  in  time  excel  the  average  classes  of  our  Normal  schools.  This,  and 
iloubtless  other  scdiools,  w'oiild  cheerfully  surrender  sOme  promising  pupils 
for  sucli  a purpose,  or  would  gladly  undertake  to  train  such  a class  in  a 
w;iy  to  satisfy  their  im.ist  ardent  expectations,  and  realize  the  fondest  hojx'S 
of  their  friends. 

Domestic  ami  industrial  emjiloyments  are  successfully  continued  i-n  tbo 
manner  more  fully  reported  last  year,  with  such  improvements  as  are  from 
time  to  time  found  practicable. 

Religious  services  are  held  as  formerly  on  all  days  of  the  week,  and 
several  children,  giving  evidence  of  Christian  experience,  have  been  en- 
couraged to  connect  themselves  with  the,  cliurches  of  their  families  at  their 
respective  homes. 

Manners  and  morals  are  the  subject  of  continued  and  close  a,ttention. 
ami  will,  it  is  believed,  compare  well  Avith  the  best  of  our  Avell-regnlatcd 
and  fast  improving  orphan  school  system. 

The  Cron-ni)i<j  Need. — A closing  reference  may  be  again  indulged  to  an 
increasing  Avant  of  facilities  for  a more  eidarged  course  of  general  reading. 
A lilmary  of  reference,  of  lustory.  lAiograiAhy,  science,  travel,  poetry  and 
standard  fiction,  is  greatly  needed  here,  and,  I presume,  in  most  schools 
of  the  State.  NeAvspapers,  five  dailies,  a seore  of  Aveeklies  and  several 
monthly  magazines,  largely  furnished  gratuitously,  do  not  meet  the  de- 
mand fully.  The  large  collection  of  Sunday  school  and  miscellaneous 
books  for  children,  selected  a foAv  years  ago.  have  lieen  read  to  stalcncs.s. 
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:ni(l  outiiTown.  The  want  is  a library  fund  far  beyond  the  means  or  income 
of  the  school  to  furnish,  and  which,  let  us  hope,  it  will  be  the  proud  plea- 
sure of  the  State  to  fill.

Samtanj  (Jondition. — The  healtli  of  the  school  durinsj  the  entire  year 
has  been  very  i^ood.  'i’here  has  been  almost  uninterrupted  health  and  no 
cases  of  sickness  of  a serious  character,  and  consequently  we  have  had  the 
satistaction  of  being  spared  the  pain  of  recording  a single  death  ; which  is, 
indeed,  not  only  a satisfaction,  hut  a cause  of  profound  gratitude  to  God 
for  our  merciful  ju’eservation.  both  from  sickness  and  death. 

Educational. — There  have  been  no  siiecial  marks  of  progress  in  the  edu- 
cational de|)artment.  'riie  advanced  class  has  nearly  become  extinct  by 
discharges  on  age,  and  the  remaining  classes  being  made  u})  of  an  unusu- 
ally large  number  of  young  jmjiils,  many  of  whom  are  quite  far  back  in 
I lieir  studies,  we  can  make  lint  little  sliow  of  adv.aneed  scholarshi|).  The 
progress,  however,  of  the  lower  classes  has  been  very  satisfactory,  and 
quite  a .-.umber  give  fair  promise  of  leaving,  at  the  expiration  of  their  time, 
with  a very  creditable  knowledge  of  the  different  branches  studied.  Four 
liave  left  on  age  who  will  enter  upon  a Normal  school  course  in  September, 
and  will  no  doubt  prove  worthy  of  the  |)rivilege  thus  conferred  upon  them. 

I nduatrial. — The  industrial  department  has  been  very  successful.  Aluch 
work  has  been  done  by  the  boys  in  the  shoe  shop,  broom  factory,  canning 
department,  gardening  and  forming.  The  broom  factory,  during  a part  of 
t he  year,  was  under  the  care  of  a “•  sixteener,”  wiio  gave  instruction  to 
eight  boys,  all  of  whom  made  good  progress  in  the  art  of  broom-making. 

In  the  shoe  shop  also  several  boys  have  become  quite  expert,  and  though 
they  may  never  afterwards  follow'  the  occupation,  the  ex])erience  and  know- 
k-dge  gained  will  l)e  of  considerable  advantage. 

Though  “cobbling”  may  be  thought  meanly  of  by  some,  it  will  do  no 
harm  to  boys  who  have  higher  aspirations  and  talents  to  warrant  them,  as 
they  will  in  most  cases,  in  time,  rise  to  that  to  which  they  aspire,  whilst  to 
those  who  have  neither  the  ability  nor  the  desire  for  anything  higher,  the 
occupation  is  suited.  Two  boys  w'ho  became  good  workmen  w'hilst  here, 
are  now  printers,  and  it  is  certain  their  “ cobbling  ” has  done  them  no 
harm. 

Jn  the  canning  department  much  work  has  been  done  by  the  boys.  The 
canning  has  been  chiefly  CA)nlined  to  tomatoes,  which  have  been  cultivated, 
gathered  and  prepared  for  canning  by  them.  These  have  also  been  hand- 
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somcly  labeled  ready  for  market.  This  work,  while  atfordiiig  an  opportu- 
nity for  the  useful  employment  of  their  time  during  their  detail  liours,  as 
required,  also  gives  them  information  and  skill  that  will  l)e  serviceable  in 
the  future.  There  can  he  no  question  that  our  soldiers’  orphan  hoys  will 
he  better  fitted  by  their  varied  knowledge  and  exi)erienee  in  many  things 
|xu’taining  to  domestic  matters  than  any  other  class  of  hoys  in  the  State. 
Though  at  a pecuniary  sacrifice,  an  honest  endeavor  has  l)een  made  to  give 
useful  and  healthful  employment  to  the  hoys  during  the  hours  designated 
by  the  department  for  that  purpose. 

Plurality. — There  has  been  a manifest  improvement  in  the  morals  of  the 
children.  There  is  a much  better  spirit,  and  there  are  fewer  violations  of 
niles.  The  Sunday  school  exercises  have  V)een  regularly  ol>served.  The 
school  is  divided  into  six  classes,  under  the  charge  of  the  teachers,  the 
i’rincipal,  and  his  wife.  The  children  occasionally  go  to  one  of  the  churches, 
and  when  they  do  not,  exercises  are  held  in  the  school-room,  conducted  by 
the  Princips.1,  consisting  of  singing,  reading  of  the  Scriptures  in  concert, 
and  a short  address  upon  some  practical  subject  suited  to  their  age  and 
circumstances. 

Generally  once  during  the  day  the  scholars  are  assembled  and  a suitable 
article  is  read  conveying  some  useful  lesson.  Thus  there  is  "line  upon 
line,  and  precept  upon  precept." 

titewart  Endowment During  the  year  twenty  received  the  benefit  of  this 

fund,  in  accordance  with  the  rule  estalfiished  by  the  generous  donor,  as  fol- 
lows, viz:  Five,  receiving  each  $15  00;  one,  $18  00;  three,  $20  00;  six. 
$2.5  00  ; three,  $35  00  ; one,  $40  00  ; one,  $50  00  ; one,  $5  00 — amounting 
to  $505  00.  In  addition  to  these,  several  received  only  enough  to  bear 
their  expenses  home,  as  neither  their  conduct  nor  their  attainments  entitled 
them  to  more. 

Conclusion. — The  year  just  cIoscmI  marks  the  commenccunent  of  the  nu- 
merical decline  of  the  school,  the  number  at  this  date  being  fifteen  less  than 
at  the  same  time  a year  ago.  The  next  year  will  show  a much  greater  dc- 
iTca.se,  warning  us  that  the  work  so  happily  conceived,  so  munificently 
carried  forward,  ami  already  showing  such  blessed  results,  will  soon  l>e 
finished.  With  the  experience  purchased  at  so  great  a cost  of  money,  time, 
[)aticncc,  and  mental  and  physical  strength,  the  closing  years  are  expected 
to  be,  not  only  to  the  children,  years  of  increased  hai)piness  and  improve- 
ment, but  also  to  the  teachers  and  to  those  in  charge,  greatly  increaserl 
pleasure  in  their  work,  as  well  as  diminished  labor,  care  and  anxiety.

The  educational  de})artmcut  lias  iieen  under  the  charge  of  Mr.  C.  C. 
Hughes,  Avho  has  ably  and  impartially  sustained  his  former  character  as  a 
teacher  and  disci})linarian.  in  every  particular.  He  ivas  ably  sustained  by 
Mr.  ,1.  ,T.  Al'Corinick,  a teacher  of  twcnty-ti\c  years  experience;  Alisses 
Marv  H.  Hughes.  Lillie  G.  Aloore  and  Ellie  At.  Heller,  all  of  whom  eani- 
cstly  labored.  The  teachers,  except  Aliss  Aloore,  will  continue  for  another 
year,  they  having  taught  in  the  institution  from  two  to  live  years. 

'I’liere  is  much  to  encourage  the  worker  among  these  children  during  the 
past  year.  Steadily  and  persevcringly  the  great  elementary  principles  of 
education  have  been  imjilanted  in  the  minds  of  the  pupils,  and  cultivated 
v.'ith  the  most  satisfactory  results,  the  outgrowth  of  which  is  shown  by 
their  aptness  and  clearne.js  in  solving  and  explaining  problems,  and  their 
readiness  to  answer  questions  ivithin  the  scope  of  their  knowledge. 

Having  followed  our  standing  maxim.  “Not  how  much  but  how  well,” 
and  "to  measure  advancement  by  thoroughness  rather  than  by  amount,” 
the  result  is  left  to  those  wdiose  duty  it  is  to  examine  the  work. 

The  school  library  consists  of  320  volumes  of  standard  works  for  youth; 
daily  and  22  -weekly  and  monthly  periodicals  and  newsp,*pers,  are  re- 
ceived and  read.  Two  literary  societies,  one  lor  t'ach  sex,  continue  dur- 
ing the  year,  very  successfully. 

General  information  on  all  topics  is  much  sought  for,  and  in  future  it  is 
our  purpose  to  still  make  it  more  an  object  of  re'^ecarch. 

A marked  religious  and  moral  impression  animates  many  ot  the  children 
showing  that  the  seed  sown  has  taken  deeip  root  and  promises  to  be  last- 
ing. 

Deep  interest  is  taken  in  the  Sabbath  school,  by  both  faculty  and  scholars, 
we  believe  it  to  be  the  greatest  possil)lc  lever  to  do  good.  The  usual  re- 
ligious exercises  arc  daily  observed  throughout  the  year. 

tV'hile  -we  have  been  afflicted  b^'  a few  eases  ol  severe  sickness,  no  con- 
tagions or  epidemics  have  visited  the  school,  and  the  cases  referred  to  were 
sporadic  in  their  char.acter  and  in  no  way  originated  from  contagioms 
causes. 

The  farming  and  trucking  of  35  acres  of  land  gave  employment  to  the 
boys  on  their  two  hours  detail  work,  and  yielded  an  amount  of  vegetables 
suffleient  for  the  use  of  the  school.  The  girls  performed  their  routine  of 
housework  duties  as  well  as  much  fancy  Avork,  with  cheei  fulness,  and  weiv 
instructed  by  Airs.  Reekie  Graybill,  our  cllicient  matron. 

The  boys  were  drilled  in  Upton’s  military  tactics. 

T’he  girls  are  supplied  with  excellent  clothing  a'.'al  have  besides  several 
clianges  of  every  day  wear,  full  summer  and  winter  outfits  for  dress  occa- 
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felons.  The  boys  are  clad  in  dark  liiue  l»eavor  dress  suits,  reo-uhition  eap^. 
and  have  tvo  })airs  linen  i)ants  for  summer,  light  blue  Kersey  pants  for 
every  day  vinter  wear.  Flannel  shirts,  Itoots  for  wintei'.  shoes  for  snmmci’. 

The  number  desirous  for  admission  into  State  Xormal  schools. at  the  ana- 
of  sixteen,  has  increased  largely,  and  it  is  to  be  much  regretted  that  of 
those  making  ai))dication.  many  are  not  permitted  to  enter  on  account.  o1 
the  iiisuilicieut  sum  ap[)vopriated  for  that  purpose. 

We  sincerely  hope  that  our  next  Legislature  may  sec  tlu’ propriety  of 
:ipj.)ro])riatiug  an  amount  aderpiate  for  at  least  one  year's  attemdance  at 
those  institutions,  to  all  such  asking  and  are  found  vrorthy.  Those  of  our 
children  who  have  received  the  advantages  during  the  itast  year  from  tltis 
school  have  done  well,  and  will  make  ellicient  teachers. 

We  have  in  contemi)latiou  many  improvements  to  ouj-  buildings  during 
the  coming  vacation,  among  vthich  are  the  erection  of  an  addition  to  our 
l)0ys’  play-room.  IG  by  38.  the  second  story  for  sleeihng  ajiartments,  wain- 
scotting  recitation  rooms,  and  a general  refitting  and  painting  up  of  the 
interior  of  the  whole  building;  all  of  which  will  greatly  a.dd.  to  tlie  coinfort 
and  convenience  of  the  inmates  of  the  institution.

Ryan  act  of  the  Legislature,  approved  3Iay ’27,  1871,  tlie  undersigned 
has  been  entrusted  'with  the  supervision  of  the  soldiers’  orphans  of  the 
Commonwealth,  with  whom,  from  the  present  date,  all  official  business  ap- 
pertaining thereto  must  be  transacted. 

While  this  delicate  trust  has  not  been  sought,  coming,  as  it  is  believed  it 
does,  with  the  good  will  of  all  concerned,  it  is  assumed  with  a full  sense  of 
its  importance,  and  the  most  sincere  desire  to  administer  it  in  such  a way 
as  to  secure  the  orphans  of  our  dead  heroes  the  greatest  measure  of  good 
possible  from  a benefaction,  which,  in  the  breadth  of  its  liberality,  has  no 
parallel  in  the  history  of  this  or  any  other  country.  In  this  noble  work  I 
hope  to  have  the  active  and  earnest  co-operation  of  all  concerned  in  the 
management  of  the  trust,  and  tlie  sympathy  of  the  public. 

The  immediate  attention  of  those  interested  is  asked  to  the  following 
special  directions ; 

1.  All  clothing  for  the  pupils  in  the  several  institutions  will  hereafter  be 
furnished  by  the  principals  or  managers  of  the  same,  suliject,  as  to  its  ki)id. 
(piality  and  quantity,  to  the  control  of  the  Superintendent.  Accounts  for 
clothing,  when  presented  for  settlement,  must  l)e  accompanied  by  sworn 
statements  as  to  their  accuracy. 

2.  All  clothing  to  be  purchased  for  the  (piarter  commencing  with  the 
date  hereof,  Avill  be  substantially  the  same,  in  kind,  as  heretofore.  Such 
changes  as  it  shall  be  found  advisable  to  make,  Avill  lie  made  knoAvn  in  time 
to  carry  them  into  effect  at  the  beginning  of  the  quarter  commencing  Sep- 
tember next. 

■i.  All  children  noAV  in  the  schools  over  sixteen  years  of  age,  and  all  others 
as  soon  as  they  reach  that  age,  must  be  promptly  discharged.  No  excep- 
tion can  be  made,  under  the  present  laAv.  in  faA'or  of  those  who  have  beeji 
in  the  schools  a less  time  than  two  years. 

■1.  The  Aucalioii  for  the  present  year  wili  commeiu'e  011  Friday,  July  28, 
and  continue  until  Friday,  September  8.  Tlie  annual  examination  at  the 
several  schools  Avill  take  place  during  tlie  two  or  three  weeks  preceding  the 
vacation. 
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5.  A ineetinjr  of  principals,  managers,  insi)Cftors  and  others  interested  in 
the  sohliers’  orphan  schools  will  he  called  at  an  early  day  at  Harrisburg. 

(h  The  Superintendent  expects  to  be  able  to  visit  every  institution  in 
the  State  in  which  there  are  soldiers’  oi-j)hans  under  instruction  before  the 
coining  vacation.  Having  prepared,  in  IStid,  at  the  request  of  Governor 
Curtin,  the  original  plan  for  the  education  and  maintenance  of  soldier.s’ 
orphans,  after  wliich,  in  tlieir  main  features,  all  subsequent  plans  have  been 
modeled,  he  feels  not  only  a formal  or  public,  but  a deep  personal  interest 
in  the  success  of  the  system,  and  will  do  all  in  his  power  to  promote  it.

Lender  the  provisions  of  the  appropriation  bill  of  1811,  the  amounts  al- 
lowed the  several  institutions  for  the  education  and  maintenance,  ineluding 
clothing  of  soldiers’  orphan  children  for  the  present  year,  are  as  follows: 

d’o  the  institutions  named  below,  $L50  will  be  allowed  for  each  child  above 
ten  years  of  age,  and  $1L5  for  each  child  of  less  than  that  age,  viz  : Day- 
ton,  Phillipsburg,  White  Hall,  Uniontoivn,  Cassville,  M’Alisterville,  Mt. 
Joy,  Harford,  Mansfield,  Titusville,  Chester  Springs,  Rridgewater,  Emaus, 
Andersonburg,  Mercer,  Soldiers’  Orphan  Institute  and  Lincoln  Institution. 

To  the  several  homes  and  asylums  that  have  never  received  any  appro- 
priations from  the  State,  $100  will  be  allowed  for  each  child  of  legal  age. 

To  the  several  homes  and  asylums  that  have  received,  at  any  time,  appro- 
priations from  the  State,'  $115  vdll  be  allowed  for  each  child  of  legal  age. 

It  will  be  seen  upon  examination,  that  these  alloAvances  are  in  strict  ac- 
cordance with  the  act,  and  they  cannot  be  departed  from.  The  authorities 
of  the  several  institutions  must  govern  themselves  accordingly  in  making- 
out  their  bills. 

A full  account  of  all  purchases  for  clothing  must  be  kept,  and  also  of 
all  clothing  issued  to  each  child ; but  these  accounts  need  not  be  presented 
to  this  Department  for  settlement  until  near  the  close  of  the  j'oar. 

No  bill  will  be  approved  and  placed  in  tlie  hands  of  the  Auditor  Greneral 
for  payment  until  the  institution  presenting  it  has  on  tile  all  reports  due 
the  Department.

1.  clothing. 

1.  General  Pules  in  Regard  to  Clothing-- — First,  the  clothipg  for  the  re- 
wpective  sexes  must  be  uniform  in  each  institution.  Second,  the  liox 
clothing  must  be  militarg  in  style.  'I’hird,  the  clothing  must  be  seasona- 
ble, good  in  kind,  and  sutlicicnt  in  quantity  for  Sunday  and  every-day  wear-

and  for  weekly  changes. 

2.  Kinds  of  Clothing. — In  the  matter  of  the  kinds  of  clothing,  much  is 
left  to  the  judgment  and  taste  of  the  authorities  of  the  dilferent  scliools 
and  homes;  but  they  are  expected  to  provide  their  children  with  at  hais; 
one  suit  in  substantial  conformity  to  the  following  suggestions;

4.  Mode  of  Keeping  Clothing  Accounts. — The  authorities  of  the  several 
schools  rvill  have  to  keep  two  clothing  accounts:  Firse,  an  Invoice  Ac- 
count, in  w hich  must  be  kept  the  amounts  paid  for  clothing,  and  the  trans- 
portation of  clothing,  together  with  the  charges  made  for  making  clothing 
and  mending  shoes.  Vouchers  must  be  kej)!  corresi)onding  with  the 
amounts  paid  out.  These  amounts,  at  the  end  of  the  year,  must  equal  $25 
multiplied  by  the  average  number  of  children  in  the  institution  above  ten 
years  of  age,  $19  16  multiplied  by  the  average  number  of  children 
below  that  age.  Second,  an  Issue  Rouu,  in  Avhich  each  child  is  carefully 
charged  with  every  article  issued  to  him  and  all  the  shoe  mending  he  has 
had  done.  The  issue  roll  must  show'  that  the  a verage  yaXxia  of  the  clothing 
and  mending  of  each  child  in  the  institution  above  ten  years  of  age,  for 
the  year,  is  $25;  and  of  that  for  each. child  below  ten  years  of  age,  it  is 
$19  16.  Of  the  children  above  ten  years  of  age,  each  child  must  receive 
nt  least  twenty-one  dollars  ($21)  w'orth  of  clothing;  and  of  those  below 
ten  years,  each  child  must  receive  at  least  sixteen  dollars  ($16)  worth. 
Copies  of  the  invoice  account  with  vouchers  and  tills,  and  of  the  issue 
rolls,  must  be  forwarded  to  the  Department  at  the  close  of  the  last  quarter 
f the  year.  Thei^e  need  not  be  in  duplicate. 
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These  directions,  a;s  to  clothing,  except  so  far  as  the  general  rules  relating 
to  it  and  the  kinds  suggested  are  concerned,  have  no  reference  to  the  homes 
which  receive  only  $100  and  $115  for  the  instruction  and  maintenance  of 
each  child.  In  their  case,  the  children  must  be  clothed  subject  to  inspec- 
tion, and  no  special  accounts  for  clothing  need  be  kejjt  or  rendered. 

II.  RULP;S  RELATING  TO  CHARGES. 

1.  Children  discharged  or  transferred  may  be  charged  for  until  they 
leave  the  institution. 

2.  No  charge  can  be  allowed  for  children  until  they  actually  enter  the 
in.stitution. 

:5.  No  allowance  for  pay  can  be  made  for  children  entering  an  institution 
witiiout  orders. 

4.  Children  who  are  absent  more  than  thirty  days,  either  with  or  without 
leave,  except  at  the  regular  vacations,  are  not  to  be  charged  for  without  the 
consent  of  the  State  Superintendent. 

III.  FOOD. 

Mo  regular  bill  of  fare  will  be  prescribed.  All  the  schools  and  home<= 
will  certainlj'  provide  food  for  their  children  that  is  proper  in  variety, 
healthy  in  kind  and  sufficient  in  quantity,  and  nothing  more  is  desired. 

lA".  SLEEPING  APARTMEN’'rS. 

(’are  must  be  taken  that  the  sleeping  apartments  are  all  icr//  ventilalrd 
and  not  over-crowded.  The  beds  and  bedding  must  be  clean  and  com- 
fortable-, 

V.  INDUSTRIES. 

.ts  soon  as  possible  there  should  be  organized  in  all  the  schools  and 
homes  some  means  of  giving  sy.'^tematic  employment,  both  in  winter  and 
summer,  to  the  children  during  working  hours.  Mere  Jon  or  chore  wor/,- 
dne.i  not  furnish  the  re<piired  industrial  discipline.  The  work  done  will 
form  a feature  at  the  next  annual  examination. 

VI.  MILITARY  TACTICS. 

Drills  in  military  tactics  must  be  systenioticalhj  kept  up  in  all  the  institu- 
tions where  there  are  boys  over  ten  years  of  age.  The  boys  in  all  the 
scliools  wdll  be  expected  to  be  proficient  in  the  “•  School  of  the  Company  ” 
l)y  tlie  next  examination. 

VII.  COURSE  OF  STUDY. 

The  branches  now  taught  in  the  dilferent  grades  will  bo  continued,  with 
the  addition  of  object  lessons  in  the  first  four  grades,  and  grammar  in  the 
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<"ighth  grade.  The  extent  to  which  each  branch  shall  be  studied  in  the 
several  grades  is  left  to  the  teachers.  Progress  wdll  be  measured  more  by 
tbe  proficiency  of  the  j)upils  in  the  several  branches,  as  exhibited  to  the 
inspectors  and  at  the  examination,  than  by  the  number  of  books  or  parts 
of  books  they  have  passed  over.  Due  attention  should  be  given  to  vocal 
music,  the  writing  of  original  compositions  and  drawing. 

VIII.  INSTRUCTION. 

The  teachers  employed  should  be  skillful.  Special  attention  should  be 
paid  to  the  manner  of  teaching  the  younger  pupils.  Above  all,  the  children 
sliould  be  trained  morally.  They  should  live  in  a moral  atmosphere.  The 
example  of  noble  Christian  lives  should  be  constantly  before  them.  Every 
day  should  witness  their  rising  to  a higher  moral  plane.  The  end  that 
sliould  be  kept  constantly  in  view  by  all  connected  with  the  education  of 
t hese  soldiers’  orphans,  is  to  make  them,  not  so  much  good  scholars,  as 
good  citizens  and  good  men  and  women. 

I shall  expect  to  learn  very  soon  that  a \oell  organized  Sabbath  school 
has  been  established  in  connection  with  every  school  and  home  in  the  State 
where  that  good  w'ork  has  not  been  already  done. 

IX.  REPORTS. 

The  Department  will  hereafter  recpiire  reports  as  follows : 

1.  Weekly  and  quarterly  reports,  for  which  jirinted  forms  will  be  fti-r- 
uisheii. 

2.  An  annual  instruction  report,  similar  to  the  one  made  the  pn-sent 
year. 

d.  An  annual  report  in  icriting,  giving  an  account  of  the  progress  and 
improvement  made  during  the  year,  and  the  sanitary,  industrial,  educa- 
tional and  moral  condition  of  the  institution,  together  with  the  history  ol' 
individual  children,  so  far  as  may  be  necessary,  to  show  the  character  of 
tiie  work  done,  and  any  additional  information  that  it  may  be  desirable  to 
eommnnicate.  Abstracts  of  these  reports  will  be  printed  in  the  annual 
• report  of  the  Department. 

All  reports  due  the  Department  from  any  institution  must  Ikj  on  file  in 
the  form  required  before  its  bills  are  approved. 

X.  CHILDREN  WHO  H.-VVE  LEFT  SCHOOL. 

The  authorities  of  the  different  institutions  are  enjoined  to  use  their  best 
efforts  to  obtain  suitable  employment  for  the  children  leaving  school  at  the 
age  of  sixteen,  to  keej)  up  a correspondence  with  them,  to  bring  them  back 
to  tbe  institution  at  stated  times ; in  short  to  be  fathers  to  the  fatheuiess. 
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that  the  noblest  benefaction  ever  made  by  a Christian  Slate  may  produce 
il.s  richest  fruit.

! . Your  bills  for  the  current  quarter,  the  last  quarter  of  the  present  school 
year,  must  be  accompanied  with  the  required  clothing  accounts.  These  will 
consist,  first,  of  an  invoice  account,  presenting  a full  detailed  statement  of 
all  purchases  of  clothing  and  all  moneys  paid  out  or  charges  made  ou  ac- 
count of  clothing  during  the  year.  This  statement  should  be  plainly  writ- 
ten on  one  side  of  sheets  of  foolscap  paper.  An  inventory  of  the  stock  on 
liand  should  be  appended.  Second,  of  an  issue  roll,  in  which  each  child  is 
carefully  charged,  at  their  cost  prices,  with  the  articles  he  has  received. 
Forms  will  be  furnished  for  this  purpose.  In  this  connection  attention  is 
called  to  paragraph  4,  of  Circular  No.  5. 

2.  The  annual  written  and  instruction  reports  now  required  from  each 
institution  must  be  on  file  here  by  the  first  of  August.  The  lYritten  re- 
ports, if  not  exceeding  in  length  three  pages  of  the  report  of  the  Depart- 
ment, will  be  published  in  full.  These  reports  should  give  brief  accounts 
of  the  progress  and  improvement  made  during  the  year,  and  the  sanitarv. 
industrial,  educational  and  moral  condition  of  each  institution,  and  am 
additional  information  that  may  be  deemed  desirable. 

Each  school  will  be  expected  to  furnish,  with  the  rei)orts  named  above, 
as  complete  a list  as  it  is  practicable  to  prepare,  of  all  children  who  have 
gone  from  it  at  the  age  of  sixteen,  and  stating  how  they  are  now  employed, 
in  the  manner  of  the  partial  lists  contained  in  the  last  annual  report  of  this 
Department. 

4.  All  the  schools  will  be  visited  and  carefully  insi)ected  by  both  the 
inspectors  during  the  current  quarter,  aud  no  further  bills  from  any  one 
will  be  paid  unless  a paper,  signed  by  these  otlicers,  sliall  be  j)laced  on  file, 
certifying  that  it  is  in  all  respects  in  a satisfactory  condition;  or  in  the 
ab.sence  of  such  paper,  unless  by  ])e’’sonal  insjiection,  the  Superinfendeui 
is  convinced  that  the  institution  is  managed  in  accordance  with  the  re- 
quirements of  law  and  the  directions  of  this  Department.
